ANNUAL  REPORT  FISCAL  YEAR  1989 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  report  will  provide  a  cap- 
sule summary  of  the  important  town  government  activities 
and  events  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  department  and 
committee  functions  are  contained  in  the  reports  which 
follow. 

GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION  AND  TOWN'S 
FINANCIAL  CONDITION 

The  financial  condition  of  a  municipal  government  in 
Massachusetts  is  usually  measured  by  such  factors  as;  level 
of  free  cash,  (undesignated  fund  balance),  long  and  short 
term  indebtedness,  property  values,  per  capita  income  and 
local  budget  expenditures.  Our  financial  condition  is  also 
largely  a  reflection  of  the  health  of  the  state  and  regional 
economy  and  state  government. 

At  the  close  of  Fiscal  Year  1989,  all  but  two  of  these  fac- 
tors were  contributing  to  a  stable  and  reasonably  strong 
financial  condition.  The  State's  ever  worsening  fiscal  pro- 
blems quickly  spilled  over  to  all  cities  and  towns. 

Although  Middleton  receives  less  than  15%  of  its  revenues 
from  state  aid,  chaos  resulted  from  the  failure  of  Beacon 
Hill  to  balance  its  budget.  This  forced  the  reduction  of  the 
municipal  budget  at  a  special  town  meeting  in  the  fall,  and 
a  heavier  than  normal  reliance  upon  free  cash  to  fund  the 
operating  budget. 

On  the  plus  side,  tax  bills  were  mailed  in  October  on  a  time- 
ly basis  for  the  fifth  year  in  a  row,  which  prevented  a  need 
to  borrow  short  term  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Investments 
of  idle  cash  earned  $190,000.  This  amount  and  all  other 
local  receipts  were  used  to  reduce  the  tax  rate. 

The  tax  rate  of  $9.18  for  FY  90  is  about  average  when  com- 
pared with  other  towns  and  cities  in  Essex  County.  Mid- 
dleton's  expenditures  per  capita  of  $1,026  ranked  it  183 
out  of  the  state's  351  towns  and  cities.  The  average  expen- 
diture per  capita  for  towns  our  size  was  $1,049. 

We  have  entered  a  period  of  declining  revenues  because 
the  tremendous  growth  experienced  by  the  state  economy 
has  come  to  an  abrupt  halt,  and  with  it  no  new  state  aid 
to  supplement  a  local  revenue  base  restricted  by  Proposi- 
tion 2-1/2.  Our  town  government  and  all  others  will 
decrease  in  size  until  the  voters  choose  to  retain  a  certain 
level  of  programs  and  services. 

In  the  past  several  years  town  government  has  grown  in 
response  to  citizen  needs  and  demands  as  the  population 


pushed  beyond  the  five  thousand  mark.  Like  most  other 
towns  and  cities  in  our  area,  the  real  estate  development 
boom  has  softened  and  almost  stopped,  and  the  pressures 
on  town  government  for  new  services  should  subside. 

Even  with  moderate  local  growth  in  our  economy,  the  town 
will  have  all  it  can  do  to  retain  the  current  size  of  its  opera- 
tion. Many  costs  of  town  government,  such  as  health  care, 
insurance,  and  solid  waste  disposal  are  not  in  our  control 
and  increasing  at  a  rate  well  in  excess  of  two  and  one  half 
percent  each  year. 

The  only  means  of  absorbing  such  large  increases  is  to  cut 
other  portions  of  the  town  budget  by  decreasing  the  size 
of  all  departments  and  deferring  capital  expenses.  Proposi- 
tion two  and  one  half  does  permit  the  Selectmen  to  place 
overrides  on  an  election  ballot  as  it  deems  necessary,  but 
the  Board  has  not  opted  to  do  this  often  sensing  a  comm- 
munity  wide  resistance  to  raising  taxes,  especially  given 
the  recent  increases  in  electric  rates. 

Unfortunately,  Proposition  two  and  one  half  override  ques- 
tions will  become  a  regular  part  of  an  annual  election  ballot, 
where  local  taxpayers  will  ultimately  decide  if  they  wish 
to  maintain  the  services  and  programs  they  now  enjoy.  The 
legislature  is  considering  an  amendment  to  the  law  to  per- 
mit new  revenues  which  are  tied  to  the  rate  of  inflation  or 
the  consumer  price  index. 

Fiscal  year  1989  marked  the  second  full  year  of  operation 
with  the  Data  General  centralized  computer  system.  Depart- 
ments are  linked  to  the  mainframe  through  the  town's  cable 
system  and  have  immediate  access  to  budgetary  informa- 
tion and  account  balances.  The  conversion  to  the  state 
recommended  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System  was 
carried  through  to  the  town  meeting  line  items  presented 
to  the  voters. 

INFRASTRUCTURE  IMPROVEMENTS 
Middleton  Square  Project 

Just  as  the  town  completed  the  engineering  plans,  the  state's 
fiscal  crunch  has  caused  another  frustrating  delay  in  the 
bidding  and  construction  of  this  large  scale  highway  pro- 
ject. Our  negotiations  with  the  state  and  federal  agencies 
have  produced  initial  approval  of  their  assumption  of  a  large 
part  of  the  costs  of  installing  underground  utilities  and  col- 
onial street  lights. 

Our  best  guess  at  this  writing  is  the  Project  will  begin 
sometime  in  the  tall  of  1990.  but  this  is  subject  to  the 


availability  of  state  funding,  even  though  most  of  the  money 
comes  from  the  federal  gas  tax  highway  fund. 

Senior  Center  Relocation  To  Old  Town  Hall 

The  Senior  Center  was  relocated  to  a  completely  refurbish- 
ed Old  Town  Hall.  The  new  space  provides  opportunities 
to  conduct  night  activities  and  to  serve  our  growing  popula- 
tion of  senior  citizens.  The  renovation  has  restored  an  im- 
portant historical  town  building  which  was  in  need  of  repair 
and  general  maintenance. 

South  Main  and  River  Street  Signalization 

The  developer  of  the  old  Middleton  Drive-in  property  and 
the  Demoulas  Market  Basket  food  store  chain  have  agreed 
to  pay  for  complete  reconstruction  and  signalization  of  this 
intersection  in  order  to  obtain  highway  curb  cut  entrance 
permits.  The  plaza  is  planning  to  open  during  the  summer 
of  1990  and  will  offer  additional  retail  shopping  to  residents 
who  have  had  to  go  out  of  town  for  many  basic  needs. 

With  no  town  funds,  this  work  will  provide  signalization 
to  an  intersection  badly  in  need  of  traffic  control  and  chan- 
nelization, where  an  increasing  number  of  accidents  are 
occurring. 

Locust  Street  Widening  and  Reconstruction 

The  Flatley  Company,  under  agreement  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  under  supervision  of  the  DPW  Superintendent, 
rebuilt  and  widened  a  dangerously  narrow  section  of  Locust 
Street  from  East  Street  to  the  golf  course. 

Forest  Street  Extension 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  reconstruction  of 
several  hundred  feet  of  Old  Forest  Street  near  the  North 
Reading  boundary.  This  was  completed  in  early  spring  and 
provides  access  onto  Forest  Street  with  improved  sight 
distances. 

New  Streets 

Developers  have  built  streets  at  their  expense  to  serve  new 
residential  lots  and  subdivisions  and  the  Selectmen  have 
named  these  streets  as  follows:

Park  Improvements 


The  parking  in  front  of  Memorial  Hall  was  relocated  to  the 
rear.  The  Public  Works  Department,  the  Middleton  Garden 
Club,  Troop  19,  and  many  volunteers  did  a  beautiful  job 
in  planting  bushes,  trees,  flowers,  and  sod  all  around  the 
building.  Our  Memorial  Day  Committee  was  proudly  able 
to  begin  the  parade  at  Memorial  Hall  this  year  after  a  flag 
raising  ceremony  re-dedicating  the  flag  pole  to  the  late  Alice 
Manning. 

Thanks  to  a  further  donation  from  the  Richardson  family, 
the  Benjamin  Richardson  Park  between  the  Flint  Library 
and  the  historical  museum  was  improved  with  the  installa- 
tion of  an  underground  sprinkler  system.  Many  beautiful 
plants  and  bushes  were  planted  around  the  perimeter  of  the 
Museum,  and  several  large  diameter  shade  trees  were 
planted  near  the  library  side.  Colonial  lights  will  be  added 
in  the  spring. 

The  Selectmen  leased  property  to  the  Middleton  Youth 
Baseball/Softball  Association  to  build  a  concession  stand 
at  the  Howe-Manning  fields.  New  hours  and  rules  and 
regulations  for  field  use  were  adopted  to  accommodate  the 
greater  use  of  these  areas  without  creating  a  nuisance  to 
the  neighborhood. 

The  Middleton  Playground  Committee,  chaired  by  Nancy 
Jones,  was  very  successful  in  building  two  new  playgrounds 
next  to  the  new  Soccer  Field  and  at  Howe-Manning  Park. 
Scores  of  volunteers  turned  out  on  a  single  weekend  in  April 
to  participate  in  these  projects. 

The  playgrounds  are  the  most  popular  among  the  new 
designs  in  creative  play  areas,  and  judging  by  their  cons- 
tant use  since  construction,  have  proven  to  be  a  big  hit  with 
the  children.  Much  credit  should  be  given  to  Nancy  Jones, 
the  Recreation  Commission,  the  DPW  and  Light  Depart- 
ments, dozens  of  town  businesses,  and  the  large  number 
of  community  spirited  citizens  who  made  this  project  a  reali- 
ty with  very  few  tax  dollars. 
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Sewer  and  Septage  Waste  Treatment 

No  progress  can  be  reported  with  the  renewed  effort  to 
study  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a  local  sewage  treat- 
ment plant  because  state  grant  money  dried  up  with  the 
budget  crunch.  The  $25,000  ( 10%)  town  share  of  this  study 
is  being  set  aside  pending  the  availability  of  a  State  DEP 
Wastewater  Grant. 

The  Bostik  Division  of  Black  and  Decker  off  Boston  Street 
filed  legislation  with  the  Selectmen's  approval  to  tie  into 
the  South  Essex  Sewerage  District  through  the  City  of 
Peabody  at  their  own  cost.  This  legislation  was  supported 
to  allow  the  abandonment  of  the  malfunctioning  local  treat- 
ment plant  at  the  Bostik  property.  In  spite  of  intense  op- 
position from  Salem  representative  Mike  Ruane,  this  bill 
was  enacted  into  law  in  late  1989. 

Salem  is  not  pleased  with  the  prospect  of  any  additional 
sewage  flowing  into  the  plant  from  areas  not  legally  serv- 
ed by  the  sewage  district.  Their  opposition  to  construction 
of  a  secondary  treatment  plant  at  the  existing  Cat  Cove  plant 
site  usually  translates  into  strong  opposition  to  new  towns 
or  areas  tying  into  the  sewer  system. 

This  problem  and  the  tremendous  costs  to  be  passed  back 
to  the  member  communities  of  Salem,  Marblehead, 
Danvers,  Peabody,  and  Beverly  to  fund  secondary  treat- 
ment are  good  reasons  why  Middleton  did  not  pursue  a 
town-wide  tie  in.  All  of  these  communities  were  recently 
forced  by  court  order  to  agree  to  place  Proposition  2-1/2 
override  questions  on  the  ballot  to  fund  these  overwhelm- 
ing costs  and  fines  for  delaying  federal  EPA  mandates  to 
clean  up  Salem  Harbor. 

This  does  not  diminish  the  needs  some  businesses,  par- 
ticularly our  restaurants  along  Route  1 14.  and  many  homes 
have  for  off-site  sewage  disposal.  On  occasion  we  receive 
inquiries  from  businesses  on  Route  114  who  wish  to 
evaluate  self-funding  of  sewer  lines  to  connect  to  Danvers 
or  directly  to  the  SESD  owned  lines  at  Danvers  State 
Hospital.  In  all  such  instances  to  date,  the  business  has 
found  it  cost  prohibitive  to  proceed,  much  like  the  town's 
own  cost  analysis. 

One  often  forgotten  aspect  of  this  problem  is  disposal  of 
septage  or  pumpings  from  septic  tanks.  State  law  requires 
all  municipalities  to  provide  legal  facilities  for  disposal  and, 
until  recently,  private  haulers  have  been  able  to  dispose  of 
their  septage  at  the  Greater  Lawrence  Sanitary  District.  As 
of  the  fall  of  1989  the  Lawrence  Plant  began  to  refuse  to 
accept  outside  septage.  and  homeowners  bills  for  pump- 
ing tanks  will  increase  in  proportion  to  the  costs  of  the  con- 
tractors who  have  to  travel  greater  distances  to  dispose  of 
this  waste. 


Middleton  is  participating  with  five  area  communities  in- 
vestigating the  feasibility  of  building  a  regional  septage 
plant.  Senator  Buell  has  filed  legislation  for  the  formation 
of  a  septage  district.  This  effort  should  not  be  confused  with 
conventional  sewage  treatment  and  the  plant  is  not  being 
designed  to  handle  sewage  directly  piped  from  any  towns. 

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  BUSINESS 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  more  than  50  meetings  to  ap- 
prove the  bills  payable,  resolve  citizen  complaints,  con- 
duct license  and  permit  hearings,  and  review  and  formulate 
the  municipal  budget  and  policy  matters.  Many  other 
meetings  with  the  School  Committee,  Finance  Committee. 
Light  Commission,  Board  of  Health  and  others  were  held 
to  work  together  to  solve  common  problems. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Administrator  also  par- 
ticipated in  many  regional  and  state  meetings  on  such  issues 
as  solid  waste,  recycling,  joint  purchase  of  insurance.  North 
Shore  transportation,  economic  development,  county  budget 
reviews,  school  regionalization,  and  proposed  construction 
of  the  new  Essex  County  Jail. 

Some  of  the  more  time  consuming  and  noteworthy  activities 
during  the  year  included: 

•  After  dozens  of  meetings  and  countless  hours  of  effort 
to  reopen  the  site  selection  process  for  the  Essex  County 
Jail,  the  Town  lost  its  final  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  the  fall  of  1989.  As  of  this  time,  the 
facility  was  planned  to  house  500  inmates  in  modular 
(but  permanent)  type  construction  scheduled  for  com- 
pletion in  the  summer  of  1990. 

The  Selectmen  immediately  activated  its  efforts  to  receive 
various  forms  of  compensation  for  the  jail,  many  of  which 
are  held  hostage  to  the  state's  fiscal  crisis.  The  Board  in- 
tends to  appoint  a  jail  liaison  committee  to  moniter  impacts 
to  the  town  associated  with  the  operation  of  this  large  cor- 
rectional institution. 

•  Numerous  special  meetings  to  review  the  Fiscal  Year 
1990  Budget  and  Capital  Improvement  Plan. 

•  Review  of  many  permit  applications  in  the  business  and 
industrial  zones  to  encourage  the  use  of  landscaping 
along  South  Main  Street.  Awarded  the  first  three 
"Operation  Mainstreet"  plaques  to  businesses  and 
others  who  maintain  outstanding  landscaping. 

•  Appointed  Dennis  Roy  of  Rowley  as  Public  Works 
Superintendent  in  August  1988  to  replace  Don  DeHart 
who  resigned  to  work  for  the  Town  of  Danvers 
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•  Appointed  the  Town's  first  Housing  Partnership  Com- 
mittee to  promote  construction  of  sound  affordable  hous- 
ing units  and  respond  to  developer's  plans  for  such 
projects. 

•  Leased  a  small  portion  of  land  at  Howe-Manning  Park 
for  construction  of  concession  stand  by  non-profit 
athletic  leagues.  Facilitated  use  of  restrooms  at  school 
for  summer  playground  participants  and  Little  League 
teams. 

•  Worked  closely  with  the  Board  of  Health  to  formulate 
a  plan  acceptable  to  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Management  to  keep  the  Town  Landfill  open  for  several 
more  years. 

•  Conducted  the  first  annual  volunteer  awards  night  with 
the  Board  of  Trade  at  the  Ferncroft  Country  Club. 

•  Appointed  jointly  with  the  School  Committee  a  Fuller 
Meadow  Transition  Committee  which  began  evaluating 
the  timing,  needs,  and  costs  of  reopening  the  Fuller 
Meadow  School. 


•  Appointed  a  Bylaw  Study  Committee  to  make  recom- 
mendations to  update  the  Town  Bylaws  in  accordance 
with  the  requirement  of  the  Town  Charter.  These 
recommendations  will  be  presented  to  the  1991  Town 
Meeting  after  the  Selectmen  hold  public  hearings  for 
all  changes. 

As  I  begin  my  ninth  year  as  Town  Administrator,  I  would 
like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  department  heads,  employees,  com- 
mittee chairmen,  and  residents  of  Middleton  for  their  sup- 
port, advice,  encouragement  and  good  guidance. 

It  continues  to  be  a  pleasure  to  work  with  many  Middleton 
citizens  who  unselfishly  contribute  so  much  to  the  well  be- 
ing and  new  spirit  of  the  community.

Voters  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  met  at  the  Howe-Manning 
Elementary  School  on  November  22,  1988  Moderator  Nor- 
man Nathan  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  8:22  p.m. 

The  articles  of  the  warrent  were  disposed  of  as  follows: 

Article  1.  On  petition  of  the  Middleton  Electric  Light 
Department  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase  of  property  from  New  England  Power  Company 
for  $25,000  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section 
14  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  to  be  used  by  the 
Light  Department  for  its  new  substation  off  Old  Hundred 
Lane. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  passage  of  this  arti- 
cle. "CARRIES-UNANIMOUS" 

Article  2.  On  petition  of  the  Middleton  Electric  Light 
Department  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase  of  partial  ownership  (50%)  of  the  power  right- 
of-way  owned  by  the  Town  of  Danvers  from  Hathorne  Sta- 
tion to  the  Middleton-North  Reading  town  line  for  $55,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  passage  of  this  arti- 
cle. "CARRIES-UNANIMOUS" 

Article  3.  On  petition  of  the  Middleton  School  Commit- 
tee to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4,500  to  be  used  to  replace  the  freezer  at  the 
Howe-Manning  School;  and  to  see  if  such  funds  will  be 
raised  by  taxation;  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  by  bor- 
rowing or  by  any  combination  thereof. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  passage  of  this  arti- 
cle. "CARRIES"  Funding  source-Free  Cash. 

Article  4.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Mid- 
dleton School  Committee  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000  to  be  used  to  fund  Architec- 
tural/Engineering Services  to  determine  structural  analysis, 
code  compliance  requirements  and  attendant  cost  estimates 
for  the  conversion  of  the  Fuller  Meadow  School  for  school 
purposes  at  the  conclusion  of  the  leasing  arrangement  with 
the  Department  of  Social  Services;  and  to  see  if  such  funds 
will  be  raised  by  taxation;  by  transfer  from  available  funds, 
by  borrowing  or  by  any  combination  thereof. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  passage  of  this  arti- 
cle. "CARRIES"  Funding  Source-Fuller  Meadow  Revolv- 
ing Account. 

Article  5.  On  petition  of  the  Middleton  School  Commit- 
tee to  sec  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate

the  sum  of  $62,233  said  sum  to  be  used  to  pay  costs  incur- 
red by  the  collective  bargaining  agreement,  increased 
teaching  staff  occasioned  by  student  housing  problems  and 
Special  Education  costs  unforseen  at  the  time  of  budget 
development;  and  to  see  if  such  funds  will  be  raised  by  tax- 
ation, by  transfer  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing  or 
by  any  combination  thereof.

Lot  frontage  is  the  portion  of  a  lot  which  fronts  on 
a  street  or  way  accepted  by  the  Town,  a  street  or  way 
used  as  a  public  way,  or  a  street  or  way  which  the 
Town  Clerk  certifies  is  maintained  and  used  as  a 
public  way.  or  a  street  or  way  shown  on  a  plan  ap- 
proved and  endorsed  by  the  Planning  Board  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Sub-Division  Control  Law.  Lot 
Frontage  shall  be  measured  along  the  length  of  the 
lot  line  that  is  coterminous  with  the  above  street  or 
way  line. 

C  .  Lots  abutting  more  than  one  street  shall  be  provided 
with  the  required  frontage  on  all  such  abutting  streets. 

D  .  Lot  width  is  the  shortest  distance  between  the  opposite 
side  lines  of  a  lot,  measured  through  any  part  of  the 
principal  structure  on  said  lot.  At  no  point  between 
the  street  frontage  line  and  the  principal  structure  shall 
the  lot  be  narrower  than  seventy-five  (75%)  percent 
of  the  required  lot  frontage. 

5.0.5  Height: 

A  .  Building  height  shall  be  measured  as  the  vertical 
distance  from  the  average  elevation  of  the  finished 
lot  grade  adjoining  such  building  to  the  highest  point 
of  the  roof  in  the  case  of  a  flat  roof,  and  to  the  mean 
height  between  the  plate  and  the  ridge  in  the  case  of 
a  pitched  roof. 

B .  Each  story  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  portion  of  a 
building  between  the  upper  surface  of  any  floor  and 
the  upper  surface  of  the  floor  next  above.  A  base- 
ment having  more  than  one  half  of  its  height  above 
the  average  elevation  of  the  finished  grade  adjoining 
the  building  shall  be  considered  a  story.  Any  part  of 
a  building  between  the  top  floor  and  the  roof  shall 
be  deemed  a  half-story. 

C.  Limitations  of  height  shall  not  apply  to  such  struc- 
tures as  belfries,  flagpoles,  chimneys,  radio  and 
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television  antennas  windmills,  silos,  water  tanks  and 
similiar  nonhabitable  structures. 

5.0.6  Front  Yards: 

A  .  Every  structure  in  all  districts  shall  be  so  located  as 
not  to  extend  within  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of  the  street 
line  or  "building  line",  or  fifty  (50)  feet  from  the 
street  center  line,  whichever  is  greater.  (EXCEPT 
AS  NOTED  IN  SECTION  5.11.1  BELOW);  except 
that  no  building  need  be  set  back  more  than  the 
average  setback  of  the  buildings  on  either  side,  a  va- 
cant lot  being  counted  as  though  occupied  by  a 
building  set  back  twenty-five  (25)  feet  from  the  street 
line. 

B .  In  case  of  lots  abutting  on  more  than  one  street,  the 
full  front  yard  shall  be  provided  for  each  street. 

5.0.7  Watercourse  Yards: 

There  shall  be  a  yard  or  setback  between  any  building 
or  structure  in  any  district  and  a  watercourse,  stream 
swamp  or  floodway  of  a  width  to  leave  the  area  sub- 
ject to  flooding  free  of  obstruction. 

5.0.8  Appurtenant  Open  Space: 

No  yard  or  other  open  space  required  for  a  building 
by  these  By-Laws  shall,  during  the  life  of  such 
building,  be  occupied  by  or  counted  as  open  space 
for  another  building. 

5.0.9  Corner  Clearance: 

Within  an  area  formed  by  the  side  lines  of  intersec- 
ting streets  and  a  line  joining  points  on  such  lines 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  distant  from  their  point  of  in- 
tersection, or  in  case  of  a  rounded  corner,  from  the 
point  of  intersection  of  their  tangents,  no  structure 
shall  be  erected  and  no  foliage  maintained  between 
a  height  of  three  and  one  half  (3  1/2)  feet  and  a  height 
of  eight  (8)  feet  above  the  plane  through  their  curb 
grades. 

5.0.10  Accessory  Building: 

Accessory  Buildings,  including  detached  garages, 
shall  not  be  located  closer  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
from  the  street  nor  be  any  closer  to  any  side  or  rear 
lot  line  than  the  height  of  such  accessory  building 
above  the  ground  or  twenty  (20)  feet,  whichever  is 
greater.  No  accessory  building  shall  be  located  closer 
than  (20)  feet  from  any  dwelling  or  main  structure 


on  a  lot  unless  both  structures  conform  with  regula- 
tions relative  to  fire  safety. 

2  .  Adding  the  following  section: 

5.1.5  Rear  and  Side  Yards: 

Every  dwelling  or  part  thereof  in  a  Residential  District 
shall  be  so  located  as  not  to  extend  within  fifteen  (15) 
feet,  in  an  R-la,  or  thirty  (30)  feet,  in  an  R-lb  or  R-a 
District,  of  a  rear  or  side  lot  line. 

3  .  Adding  the  following  section: 

5.4.5  District  Boundary  Buffers: 

A  .  A  buffer  is  required  on  any  premises  in  a  B-  la  District 
if  abutting  or  extending  into  a  Residential  District 
when  through  new  construction,  addition  or  occupan- 
cy changes  the  premises  to  a  use  not  allowed  in  a 
Residential  District.  Said  buffer  shall  be  located  en- 
tirely within  the  B-la  District  along  the  full  length 
of  the  district  boundary,  and  shall  have  a  depth  of 
one  hundred  (100)  feet,  except  that  at  locations  where 
the  distance  from  the  district  boundary  to  the  nearest 
structure  in  the  Residential  District  is  not  less  that 
150  feet,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  Special 
Permit  to  allow  location  of  part  or  all  of  the  buffer 
outside  of  the  Business  District. 

B  .  No  structure,  parking  area,  or  above  ground  facility 
of  any  nature  shall  be  erected,  placed  or  added  to 
within  the  buffer  strip  except  that  access  roads  or 
driveways  through  the  buffer  strip  to  property  located 
in  the  Residential  District  may  be  allowed  by  Special 
Permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

C  .  The  full  length  of  the  buffer  shall  be  provided  with 
continuous  screening  through  plantings  at  least  2  1/2 
feet  high  when  planted,  earth  berms,  difference  in 
grade,  or  equivalent  visual  interruption  by  retained 
natural  growth. 

4 .  Adding  the  following  section: 

5.6.5  District  Boundary  Buffers: 

A.  A  buffer  is  required  on  any  premises  in  an  M-la 
District  if  abutting  or  extending  into  a  Residential 
District  when  through  new  construction,  addition  or 
occupancy  changes  the  premises  to  a  use  not  allow- 
ed in  a  Residential  District.  Said  buffer  shall  be 
located  entirely  within  the  M-la  District  along  the 


-30- 


full  length  of  the  district  boundary,  and  shall  have  a 
depth  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  except  that  at  loca- 
tions where  the  distance  from  the  district  boundary  to 
the  nearest  structure  in  the  Residential  District  is  not 
less  than  150  feet,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant 
a  Special  Permit  to  allow  location  of  part  or  all  of  the 
buffer  outside  of  the  Industrial  District. 

B  .  No  structure,  parking  area,  or  above  ground  facility 
of  any  nature  shall  be  erected,  placed  or  added  to 
within  the  buffer  strip  except  that  access  roads  or 
driveways  through  the  buffer  strip  to  property  located 
in  the  Residential  District  may  be  allowed  by  Special 
Permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

C .  The  full  length  of  the  buffer  shall  be  provided  with 
continuous  screening  through  plantings  at  least  2  1/2 
feet  high  when  planted,  earth  berms,  difference  in 
grade,  or  equivalent  visual  interruption  by  retained 
natural  growth. 

5.  Add  the  following  new  section  5.11; 

Special  Requirements  for  All  Business  and  Industrial 
Districts  on  North  Main  and  South  Main  Streets. 

5.11.1  Front  Yards: 

In  all  Business  and  Industrial  zones  on  North  Main 
Street,  a  front  yard  (building  setback)  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  from  the  center  line  of  road 
shall  be  required.  The  required  front  yard  shall  be 
maintained  and  landscaped  as  open  space. 

5.11.2  Street  and  Sideline  Planting: 

A  .  Street  and  Sideline  planting  is  required  on  any 
premises  in  a  Business  or  Industrial  District  for  each 
sideline  which  meets  North  or  South  Main  Street  and 
for  the  full  frontage  of  North  Main  Street.  Such  plant- 
ing is  required  when  any  new  building,  addition  or 
change  of  use  requires  a  parking  increase  of  five  (5) 
or  more  spaces. 

B .  The  sideline  planting  area  shall  be  at  least  five  (5) 
feet  wide,  free  of  any  paving  (Except  for  access  drives 
connecting  abutting  premises),  and  shall  contain 
screening  from  the  street  line  to  the  deepest  point  on 
the  premises  having  buildings  or  parking.  Screening 
shall  be  located  or  trimmed  to  avoid  blocking  egress 
visibility. 

C  .  The  street  planting  shall  consist  of  a  staggered  row 
of  trees  within  twenty  feet  of  the  street  line,  either 


planted  or  retained  and  being  of  size,  species,  and 
spacing  such  that  tree  crowns  will  approximately  meet 
at  maturity.  Species  shall  be  those  common  to  the  area 
and  which  reach  an  ultimate  height  of  not  less  than 
thirty  (30)  feet. 

D  .  Any  site  plan  submitted  for  review  under  Section  8. 1 
shall  indicate  any  existing  trees  of  4"  trunk  diameter 
or  greater  if  within  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of  North 
Main  Street  sideline  or  five  (5)  feet  of  side  lot  line. 
No  such  tree  shall  be  removed  unless,  following 
referral  to  the  Conservation  Commission,  such 
removal  is  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  on 
grounds  that  poor  tree  health  or  access  and  public 
safety  dictate. 

5.1 1.3  Egress  Requirements  on  North  Main  Street 
and  South  Main  Street: 

Driveway  openings  on  the  same  side  of  the  street  shall 
be  separated  by  at  least  100  feet  if  on  the  same 
premises  or  at  least  50  feet  if  on  separate  premises, 
measured  centerline  to  centerline  at  the  street  line. 
At  intersections  with  North  Main  Street  and  South 
Main  Street  no  driveway  sideline  shall  be  located 
within  twenty  feet  of  the  intersection  of  the  street  way 
lines.  No  driveway  opening  shall  exceed  twenty-four 
(24)  feet  in  width  at  the  street  line  unless  necessity 
of  greater  width  is  demonstrated  by  the  applicant,  and 
the  opening  is  designed  consistent  with  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  Regula- 
tions. Section  10A-9  or  subsequent  revisions.  All 
driveways  serving  five  (5)  or  more  parking  spaces 
shall  be  constructed  with  a  minimum  edge  radius  of 
five  (5)  feet  on  both  sides.  Lot  divisions  which  would 
preclude  meeting  the  above  requirements  shall  pro- 
vide access  easements  or  other  means  of  satisfying 
those  requirements,  on  each  lot. 

6  .  Delete  existing  section  5.3.3.C  and  replacing  it  with; 

5.3    B-Business  District: 

5.3.3.  Lot  Frontage.  Width  and  Yards: 

C  .  Side  and  Rear  Yards: 

Buildings  and  structures  (including  signs)  shall  be 
located  to  provide  side  and  rear  yards  of  not  less  than 
25  feet  from  all  lot  lines.  Where  a  Parcel  abuts  a 
residential  district,  side  and  rear  yards  of  not  less  than 
35  feet  shall  be  provided.  In  such  cases,  parking  shall 
not  be  permitted  in  these  setback  areas  unless  buffer 
screens  are  provided. 
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Both  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board  recom- 
mended passage  of  Article  61.  George  Dow,  member  of 
the  Planning  Board,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article,  explain- 
ing that  it  rearranges  Section  5  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  so  that 
the  section  makes  more  sense.  He  also  pointed  out  that  the 
only  substantive  change  occurs  on  page  28  of  the  warrant, 
in  Section  5.3.3.C,  which  adds  a  buffer  requirement  for 
business  parking  within  35  feet  of  the  lot  line  when  the  lot 
abuts  a  residential  district.  The  vote  was  taken  by  a  show- 
ing of  hands: 

In  favor  151  votes 
Opposed  25  votes 

Article  61  was  adopted  by  the  Town. 

Article  62.  On  Petition  of  the  Planning  Board  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  following  revisions  to  the 
Zoning  bylaw,  all  having  to  do  with  Section  4.13  Cluster 
Development  and  the  definitions  that  relate  to  it. 

A.  In  Section  2  Definitions,  delete  the  present  definitions 
of  Open  Space  Land  and  Usable  Open  Space  and  add  these 
new  definitions  in  alphabetical  order: 

Active  Recreation:  Activities  that  require  some  disruption 
of  the  natural  configuration  of  the  land,  such  as  ballfields, 
tennis  courts,  and  swimming  pools. 

Informal  Recreation:  Activities  which  require  the  minimum 
amount  of  disruption  of  the  natural  configuration  of  the 
land,  such  as  walking,  jogging,  picnicking,  cross-country 
skiing. 

Open  Space  Land:  Land  which  is  open  to  the  sky,  unbuilt 
upon,  free  of  all  traffic  by  automobiles  and  other  motor- 
ized vehicles,  and  contains  no  paved  areas,  except  as  in- 
cidental to  active  recreation  uses. 

Usable  Open  Space:  Land  which  is  sufficiently  well  drain- 
ed and  has  a  natural  grade  (less  than  11%)  suitable  to  per- 
mit its  use  for  informal  recreation.  A  maximum  of  10% 
of  Usable  Open  Space  may  be  used  for  active  recreation 
and  may  have  a  minimum  amount  of  paving  incidental  to  it. 

B.  In  Section  4. 13.B.2  (maximum  density)  delete  the  pre- 
sent wording  and  add  in  its  place: 

There  shall  be  a  maximum  density  of  one  ( 1)  dwelling  per 
forty  thousand  (40.000)  square  feet  in  the  R- lb  District  and 
one  (I)  dwelling  per  eighty-seven  thousand  one  hundred 
and  twenty  (87.120)  square  feet  in  the  R-a  District. 

Any  land  classified  as  wetlands  (as  defined  by  M.G.L. 
Ch  131.  Sec. 40  C.M.R.  10.55)  or  in  the  flood  plain  (ac- 
cording to  the  F  I  R  M,  maps)  shall  be  excluded  from  the 
gross  area  before  calculating  maximum  density. 


In  no  case  shall  a  Cluster  Development  create  more  lots 
than  could  have  been  created  in  a  conventional  subdivision. 

C.  In  Section  4. 13.B.3  (minimum  lot  area)  delete  the  pre- 
sent wording  and  add  in  its  place: 

Within  a  Cluster  Development,  the  minimum  required  lot 
area  shall  be  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  square  feet  (subject 
always  to  the  ability  to  provide  adequate  on-site  septic 
disposal  systems  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Health). 

D.  In  section  4.13.B.4  (minimum  dimensional  re- 
quirements) delete  the  present  first  sentence  of  the  second 
paragraph  and  add  in  its  place: 

No  building  in  a  Cluster  Development  shall  be  closer  to 
the  property  line  delineating  the  overall  Cluster  Develop- 
ment than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  and  within  that  one  hun- 
dred (100)  feet  there  shall  be  a  buffer  screen  (see  defini- 
tions). No  building  shall  exceed  thirty-five  (35)  feet  in 
height  or  cover  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the 
lot  area. 

E.  In  section  4. 13. B. 7  (Open  Space  Land)  delete  the  pre- 
sent first  sentence  and  add  in  its  place: 

In  a  Cluster  Development  at  least  fifty  (50%)  percent  of 
the  gross  area  shall  be  reserved  for  Open  Space  Land  and 
at  least  fifty  (50%)  percent  of  the  Open  Space  Land  shall 
be  Usable  Open  Space  (see  definitions).  The  Open  Space 
Land  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  two  reasonably  shaped 
(not  unduly  long  and  narrow)  parcels  accessible  to  all  those 
for  whom  it  is  intended. 

F .  In  Section  4 . 1 3 .  B . 8  delete  the  present  sentence  and  add 
in  its  place: 

Any  Open  Space  Land  and  a  notation  whether  or  not  it  is 
proposed  to  be  deeded  to  the  Town  shall  be  indicated  on 
the  Definitive  Sub-Division  Plan. 

G.  In  Section  4.13.B.9  delete  the  present  sentence  and 
add  in  its  place: 

Any  Open  Space  Land  proposed  to  be  deeded  to  the  Town 
shall  be  restricted  to  conservation  or  informal  or  active 
recreation  and  shall  not  include  areas  exclusively  for  the 
use  of  cluster  residents. 

Both  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board  recom- 
mended Article  62.  Mr.  J.  Russell  Wallen.  Chairman  of 
the  Planning  Board,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article,  and  it 
was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 
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Article  63.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  Bylaws  by  inser- 
ting Part  III  entitled  Enforcement  which  shall  be  as  follows: 

PART  III:  ENFORCEMENT 

1 .  Criminal  Complaints: 

Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  by-laws  may 
be  penalized  by  indictment  or  on  complaint  brought 
in  the  District  Court.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law  and  as  the  District  Court  may  see  fit  to 
impose,  the  maximum  penalty  for  each  violation,  or 
offense,  brought  in  such  manner,  shall  be  three  hun- 
dred dollars. 

2.  Non-Criminal  Disposition: 

In  addition  to  the  procedures  for  enforcement  as 
described  above  in  paragraph  10. 6. A.,  the  provisions 
of  this  zoning  by-law  may  also  be  enforced  by  non- 
criminal complaint  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section 
21D. 

The  Police  Department,  as  an  alternative  to  initiating 
criminal  proceedings  may  give  to  the  offender  a  writ- 
ten notice  to  appear  before  the  Clerk  of  the  Salem 
District  Court  at  any  time  during  office  hours,  not  later 
than  twenty -one  days  after  the  date  of  such  notice. 
Such  notice  shall  be  in  triplicate  and  shall  contain  the 
name  and  address,  if  known,  of  the  offender,  the 
specific  offense  charged,  and  the  time  and  place  for 
his  required  appearance.  Such  notice  should  be  sign- 
ed by  a  Police  Officer,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  of- 
fender whenever  practicable  in  acknowledgement  that 
such  notice  has  been  received. 

The  notice  shall  be  served  and  all  the  procedures 
followed  as  set  out  in  said  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  2 ID.,  as  amended. 

Each  day,  or  portion  of  a  day,  that  any  violation  is 
allowed  to  continue  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense, 
beginning  with  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  notice  and 
order  issued  pursuant  to  this  zoning  by-law.  The 
penalty  for  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  zoning 
by-law  shall  be  as  each  section  provides  and  if  there 
is  no  penalty  the  following  shall  apply: 

1st  offense  -  written  warning 
2nd  offense  -  $100.00 
3rd  offense  -  $200.00 

4th  offense  and  subsequent  offenses  $300.00 


Without  intending  to  limit  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
it  is  the  intention  of  this  provision  that  all  by-laws  and  sec- 
tions of  by-laws  are  to  be  included  within  the  scope  of  this 
subsection,  that  the  specific  penalties  as  set  forth  in  the  by- 
laws and  sections  of  the  by-laws  shall  apply  and  that  in  ad- 
dition to  police  officers,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be  considered 
enforcing  persons  for  the  purpose  of  this  provision,  the 
municipal  personnel  listed  for  each  section,  if  any,  shall 
also  be  enforcing  persons  for  such  sections;  each  day  on 
which  any  violation  exists  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate 
offense. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  Article  63  be 
adopted  with  the  deletion  of  three  occurances  of  the  word 
"zoning":  under  "2.  Non-Criminal  Disposition:"  in 
paragraph  1 ,  on  line  2,  and  in  paragraph  4,  on  lines  3  and  4. 

J.  Russell  Wallen,  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board, 
reported  that  the  Planning  Board  recommends  Article  63 
and  moved  that  it  be  amended  by  deleting  the  words  "in 
Paragraph  10. 6.  A"  from  line  2,  of  paragraph  1,  under  "2. 
Non-Criminal  Disposition."  The  motion  was  seconded 
from  the  floor  and  was  adopted  by  a  voice  vote.  Article 
63  as  amended  was  adopted  unanimously. 

Article  64.  On  petition  of  the  Building  Inspector  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  zoning  by-laws  of  the 
Town  of  Middleton,  by  deleting  in  its  entirety  Paragraph 
10.6  Penalty  of  Section  10-  Administration  and 

substituting  in  its  place  the  following  paragraph: 

Paragraph  10.6  Violation  Penalty 

A .  Criminal  Complaint 

Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  zoning  by- 
law may  be  penalized  by  indictment  or  on  complaint 
brought  in  a  District  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
Except  as  may  be  provided  by  law  and  as  the  District 
Court  may  see  fit  to  impose,  the  maximum  penalty 
for  each  violation,  or  offense,  brought  in  such  man- 
ner, shall  be  three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars.  Each 
day,  or  portion  of  a  day,  that  any  violation  is  allow- 
ed to  continue  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense, 
beginning  with  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  notice  and 
order  issued  pursuant  to  this  zoning  by-law. 

B.  Non-Criminal  Disposition 

In  addition  to  the  procedures  for  enforcement  as 
described  above  in  paragraph  10. 6. A.,  the  provisions 
of  this  zoning  by-law  may  also  be  enforced  by  non- 
criminal complaint  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section 
21D. 
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The  Building  Inspector  or  Assistant  Building  Inspec- 
tor, as  an  alternative  to  initiating  criminal  proceedings 
may  give  to  the  offender  a  written  notice  to  appear 
before  the  Clerk  of  the  Salem  District  Court  at  any 
time  during  office  hours,  not  later  than  twenty-one 
days  after  the  date  of  such  notice.  Such  notice  shall 
be  in  triplicate  and  shall  contain  the  name  and  address, 
if  known,  of  the  offender,  the  specific  offense  charg- 
ed, and  the  time  and  place  for  his  required  appearance. 
Such  notice  should  be  signed  by  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor or  Assistant  Building  Inspector,  and  shall  be  sign- 
ed by  the  offender  whenever  practicable  in 
acknowledgement  that  such  notice  has  been  received. 

The  notice  shall  be  served  and  all  the  procedures 
followed  as  set  out  in  said  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  2 ID.,  as  amended. 

Each  day,  or  portion  of  a  day,  that  any  violation  is 
allowed  to  continue  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense, 
beginning  with  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  notice  and 
order  issued  pursuant  to  this  zoning  by-law.  The  penal- 
ty for  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  zoning  by-law 
shall  be  as  follows: 

1st  offense  -  written  warning 
2nd  offense  -  $100.00 
3rd  offense  -  $200.00 

4th  offense  and  subsequent  offenses  $300.00 

Both  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board  recom- 
mended the  adoption  of  Article  64,  and  it  was  so  voted 
unanimously. 

Article  65.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
59,  Section  5,  Clause  41C  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  which  increases  the  qualifying  income  levels  and 
asset  ceiling  levels  for  the  elderly  to  receive  a  $500 
exemption. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
adopted  Article  65  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  66.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
59,  Section  5,  Clause  17D  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  which  increases  the  asset  ceiling  levels  for  widows 
to  qualify  for  a  $175  exemption  to  $40,000,  exclusive  of 
the  total  value  of  domicile  except  so  much  of  the  domicile 
as  produces  income  and  exceeds  two  units. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
adopted  Article  66  by  a  voice  vote. 


Article  67.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Evon  Lane  as  a  Town  Street 
as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  82,  Section  22.  and  in  compliance 
with  the  Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions for  new  streets. 

Both  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board  recom- 
mended adoption  of  Article  67  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  68.  On  petition  of  the  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Northwoods  Road,  as 
a  Town  Street  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  82,  Section  22,  and 
in  compliance  with  the  Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  new  streets. 

Neither  the  Planning  Board  nor  the  Finance  Committee 
recommended  the  acceptance  of  Northwoods  Road  as  a 
Town  Street.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  from  the 
floor  to  adopt  Article  68  as  read.  Article  68  was  defeated 
by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  69.  On  petition  of  the  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Hemlock  Circle,  as  a 
Town  Street  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  82,  Section  22,  and 
in  compliance  with  the  Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  new  streets. 

Both  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mended the  acceptance  of  Hemlock  Circle  as  a  Town  Street, 
and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  70.  On  petition  of  the  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Samos  Circle,  as  a  Town 
Street  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  82,  Section  22,  and 
in  compliance  with  the  Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  new  streets. 

No  motion  was  made  and  no  action  was  taken  on  Article  70. 

Article  71.  On  petition  of  the  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Maplewoods  Road,  as 
a  Town  Street  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  82.  Section  22,  and 
in  compliance  with  the  Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  new  streets. 

No  motion  was  made  and  no  action  was  taken  on  Article  7 1 . 

Article  72.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  an  easement  as  shown  as 
Parcel  4  on  a  plan  hereinafter  described  for  highwa) 
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purposes  from  the  Wreath  School  to  be  used  to  widen 
Locust  Street  near  the  East  Street  intersection,  and  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  convey  a  parcel  of  land  shown  as 
Parcel  5  to  the  Wreath  School  in  consideration  of  the  above 
easement.  Said  plan  is  entitled  "Plan  of  Land  in  Middleton, 
Massachusetts  Showing  Easement  and  Discontinuance  Of 
A  Portion  Of  Locust  Street  Scale  1"  =  20  feet,  Dated  March 
30,  1989  by  John  A.  Goodwin  Surveyor"  on  file  at  the 
Town  Clerk's  Office  which  shall  also  be  recorded  with  the 
easement  and  deed. 

Both  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board  recom- 
mended acceptance  of  the  easement  from  the  Wreath  School 
for  the  widening  of  Locust  Street,  and  Article  72  was 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  73.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  section  of  Locust 
Street  as  shown  on  said  plan  entitled  "Plan  of  Land  in  Mid- 
dleton, Massachusetts  Showing  Easement  and  Disconti- 
nuance Of  a  Portion  Of  Locust  Street  Scale  1 "  =20  feet, 
Dated  March  30,  1989  prepared  by  John  A.  Goodwin 
Surveyor"  on  file  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office. 

The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board  recom- 
mended the  discontinuance  of  this  portion  of  Locust  Street, 
and  Article  73  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  74.  On  petition  of  Judson  Deacon,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of  Middleton  Zoning 
Bylaw  and  alter  the  Middleton  Zoning  Map  by  including 
all  of  the  land  shown  on  Assessor's  Map  9,  Lot  57  within 
the  Business  Zoning  District.  This  will  remove  a  portion 
of  the  land  in  this  parcel  from  the  Residence  (R-1B)  Zon- 
ing District  and  result  in  all  the  land  being  placed  in  the 
Business  Zoning  District. 

Neither  the  Finance  Committee  nor  the  Planning  Board 
recommended  Article  74.  Mr.  Deacon  moved  that  Article 
74  be  adopted  as  read,  and  the  motion  was  seconded  from 
the  floor.  Considerable  discussion  ensued,  during  which 
Mr.  Wallen  explained  that  the  Planning  Board  had  not 
recommended  this  article  because  the  shape  of  the  lot  pro- 
posed to  be  rezoned  would  result  in  a  peninsular  of  Business 
Zone  protruding  into  the  Residential  Zone.  The  vote  was 
taken  by  a  showing  of  hands:

Opposed       172  votes 
Article  74  was  defeated. 

Article  75.  On  petition  of  Woodrow  A.  Lancaster  and 
Ofelia  V.  Lancaster  to  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Town  of  Middleton  Zoning  Bylaw  and  alter  the  Mid- 
dleton Zoning  Map  by  including  all  of  the  land  shown  on 
Assessor's  Map  29,  Lot  2A,  within  the  Business  Zoning 


District.  This  will  remove  all  the  land  in  this  parcel  from 
the  Residence  (R-1B)  Zoning  District  and  create  a  new 
Business  Zone  District. 

No  motion  was  made  on  Article  75  as  read.  Michael  Lan- 
caster made  the  following  motion  from  the  floor:  That  the 
Town  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of  Middleton  Zoning  bylaw 
and  alter  the  Middleton  Zoning  Map  by  including  within 
the  Business  Zone  District  all  of  the  land  shown  on 
Assessors  Map  29,  Lot  2A,  and  a  portion  of  Lot  2, 
Assessors  Map  29,  said  portion  containing  14,860  square 
feet  more  or  less  to  begin  at  the  northeast  line  of  Lot  2A 
(which  faces  Route  1 14)  and  continue  northeasterly  at  the 
same  width  as  Lot  2 A  towards  Route  1 14  until  it  meets  the 
present  Business  Zone  line.  This  will  remove  said  parcels 
from  the  Residence  (R-1B)  Zoning  District  and  create  a  new 
Business  Zone  District. 

Mr.  Lancaster's  motion  was  seconded  from  the  floor  and 
was  adopted  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  76.  On  petition  of  the  Police  Chief  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $85,000 
to  be  used  to  open  the  Police  Station  twenty-four  hours  a 
day.  Said  sum  to  be  distributed  to  the  following  budget  line 
item  accounts:  $75,000  to  the  Police  Wages  Account, 
$10,000  to  the  Unclassified  Budget;  and  to  see  if  such  funds 
will  be  raised  by  taxation;  by  transfer  from  available  funds, 
or  by  any  combination  thereof. 

The  Finance  Committee  did  not  recommend  Article  76. 
Robert  Peachey,  Chief  of  Police,  made  a  motion  that  Arti- 
cle 76  be  tabled.  The  motion  was  seconded  from  the  floor 
and  was  defeated  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  77.  On  petition  of  the  Police  Chief  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500 
for  the  purchase  of  a  new  National  Crime  Information 
Center  Terminal  which  provides  the  Police  Department  24 
hours  a  day  with  timely  information  on  all  law  enforce- 
ment inquiries  such  as  arrest  warrants,  stolen  vehicle  in- 
formation and  vehicle  identification  numbers;  and  to  see 
if  such  funds  will  be  raised  by  taxation;  by  transfer  from 
available  funds,  or  by  any  combination  thereof. 

There  was  no  motion  made  and  no  action  taken  on  Article 
77. 

Article  78.  On  petition  of  the  School  Committee  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200,000  for  the  replacement  of  the  roof  and  installation 
of  a  handicapped  corridor  ramp  at  the  Fuller  Meadow 
School;  and  to  see  if  such  funds  will  be  raised  by  taxation; 
by  transfer  from  available  funds,  or  by  any  combination 
thereof. 
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The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  Article  78  be 
adopted  with  the  $200,000  to  come  from  the  Fuller  Meadow 
Revolving  Account.  Paul  Caron,  Chairman  of  the  School 
Committee,  moved  that  the  funding  source  be  amended  to 
Free  Cash,  and  his  motion  was  seconded  by  Georgia  Lewis. 
Town  Accountant  Robert  Murphy  explained  the  Free  cash 
situation  and  recommended  against  the  amendment.  The 
amendment  was  defeated  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote.  The 
original  motion  by  the  Finance  Committee  was  adopted  by 
voice  vote. 

Article  79.  On  petition  of  the  School  Committee  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  transfer  of  $236,000 
from  the  Fuller  Meadow  Revolving  Account  no  sooner  than 
February  1,  1990,  to  be  used  solely  for  the  necessary 
sitework  and  safety  code  improvements  required  to  reopen 
the  Fuller  Meadow  School. 

The  Finance  Committee  did  not  recommend  Article  79. 
Georgia  Lewis,  member  of  the  School  Committee,  moved 
that  Article  79  be  adopted  with  the  money  to  come  from 
the  tax  levy.  The  motion  was  seconded  from  the  floor.  After 
considerable  discussion  about  the  funding  source,  Paul 
Caron  made  a  motion  that  the  money  be  taken  from  three 
sources:  $50,000  from  the  Fuller  Meadow  Revolving  Ac- 
count, $86,000  from  the  Hotel  Excise  Tax,  and  $100,000 
from  Free  Cash.  The  motion  to  amend  was  seconded  from 
the  floor  but  was  defeated  by  voice  vote.  After  much  discus- 
sion a  vote  by  the  showing  of  hands  was  taken  on  whether 
or  not  to  raise  $236,000  by  taxation  for  the  necessary 
sitework  and  safety  code  improvements  required  to  reopen 
the  Fuller  Meadow  School: 

In  favor         64  votes 

Opposed       137  votes 
Article  79  was  not  adopted. 

Article  80.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Planning  Board  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Bylaw  by  adding  Section  7  as  follows: 

SECTION  7  SIGNS 

Section  7.1  Purpose 

It  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  section  is  to  permit 
such  signs  that  will  not  by  their  aggregate  size,  loca- 
tion, construction,  manner  of  display,  or  number,  con- 
fuse or  obstruct  the  vision  necessary  for  traffic  safe- 
ty, or  otherwise  endanger  public  health,  safety,  or 
morals,  and  to  regulate  these  signs  in  such  a  way  as 
to  protect  property  values,  and  to  improve  the  physical 
appearance  of  the  districts  of  the  Town,  and  to 
preserve  and  enhance  the  aesthetics  of  the  community. 

Section  7.2  Definitions 


The  term  "sign"  shall  be  defined  as  a  structure  for 
all  purposes  of  this  section  and  shall  include  any 
fabricated  or  outdoor  display  structure  consisting  of 
any  letter,  character,  design,  reading  matter,  or  il- 
luminating device,  constructed,  fastened,  or  manufac- 
tured so  that  the  same  shall  be  used  for  the  attraction 
of  the  public  to  any  place,  firm,  public  performance, 
or  merchandise  and  displayed  for  advertising  purposes. 

As  used  in  this  section,  the  following  words  and  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings. 

A  .  Advertising  Display  Area  -  the  copy  area  encompass- 
ed within  any  regular  geometrical  figure  which  would 
enclose  all  parts  of  the  sign.  It  shall  not  include  any 
structural  supports  for  the  sign  except  as  they  pro- 
vide a  frame  for  it,  provided  no  copy  is  included  on 
such  supports. 

B  .  Animated  Sign  -  any  sign  which  attracts  attention  by 
movement,  changing  colors,  flashing  or  revolving. 
It  shall  not  include  time-temperature  signs. 

C  .  Directional  Signs  -  any  sign  located  on  the  premises 
to  provide  for  the  safe  flow  of  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  traffic  upon  said  premises. 

D  .  Freestanding  Sign  -  any  mobile  or  portable  sign  not 
securely  attached  to  the  ground  or  building.  Such 
signs  are  intended  for  temporary  purposes  not  to  ex- 
ceed thirty-eight  (38)  days. 

E  .  Ground  Sign  -  any  permanent  sign  which  is  erected 
so  as  to  be  supported  by  supports  in  the  ground  and 
not  attached  to  any  building. 

F .  Off-Premise  Sign  -  any  sign  erected  to  advertise  or 
give  directions  to  an  establishment  or  merchandise 
which  is  not  sold,  produced,  manufactured  or  furnish- 
ed at  the  property  on  which  the  sign  is  located. 

G .  Roof  Sign  -  any  sign  which  is  erected  so  as  to  pro- 
ject higher  than  the  cornice  of  the  building  on  which 
it  is  erected. 

H  .  Projecting  Sign  -  any  sign  attached  to  a  building  which 
projects  more  than  twelve  (12)  inches  from  a  building 
wall  and  is  intended  to  be  read  from  the  side. 

I .  Wall  Sign  -  any  sign  painted  or  permanently  attached 
to  and  parallel  with  the  wall  of  a  building  and  exten- 
ding not  more  than  twelve  (12)  inches  from  the  wall 
of  the  building. 
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J .  Window  Sign  -  any  sign  installed  on  or  attached  to 
a  window  of  a  building  and  intended  to  be  viewed  from 
the  outside  of  the  building. 

Section  7.3  Prohibitions 

A .  No  Animated  Sign  shall  be  erected  in  any  district. 

B .  No  Roof  Sign  shall  be  erected  in  any  district. 

C  .  No  Off-Premise  Sign  shall  be  erected  in  any  district 
except  as  follows:  signs  indicating  locations  of  places 
of  public  assembly  or  interest;  i.e.,  churches,  schools, 
museums,  libraries,  fraternal  or  civic  organizations 
may  be  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However, 
any  sign  so  allowed  shall  not  exceed  (6)  square  feet. 

D .  No  sign  shall  contain  red  or  green  lights. 

E .  No  sign  shall  be  erected  upon  motor  vehicles,  trailers 
or  other  movable  objects  regularly  or  recurrently 
located  for  fixed  display. 

F .  No  sign  shall  be  illuminated  between  the  hours  of 
11:00  A.M.  and  7:00  P.M.  unless  such  premise  is 
open  to  the  general  public  during  these  hours. 

G .  No  sign  shall  be  illuminated  so  as  to  cast  a  glare  on- 
to any  portion  of  a  way  which  would  create  a  traffic 
hazard.  Nor  shall  any  sign  cause  illumination  of  ad- 
jacent property. 

H .  No  sign  of  any  kind  shall  be  attached  to  a  utility  pole. 

I .  No  sign  shall  be  erected  within  the  right  of  way  of 
any  street  except  for  traffic  control  and  as  specified 
in  Section  9.3-C  above. 

Section  7.4  General  Requirements 

A  .  No  sign  in  any  district  shall  exceed  twenty-five  (25) 
feet  in  height  or  be  higher  than  the  main  roof  line 
of  the  building,  whichever  is  less. 

B .  No  sign  shall  project  over  or  extend  beyond  the  pro- 
perty line. 

C  .  No  sign  shall  be  so  erected  so  as  to  obstruct  the  vi- 
sion of  vehicular  traffic  entering  or  exiting  the 
premises. 

D  .  In  all  districts  signs  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of 
10  feet  from  the  property  line. 


E  .  Site  Plan  Approval  for  signs  shall  be  required  on  any 
property  where  a  use  variance  has  been  granted. 

Section  7.5  Residence  Districts 

One  sign  for  identification  of  professional  and  home 
occupation  of  the  occupant  is  permitted  in  all 
Residence  Districts  provided  the  Advertising  Display 
Area  does  not  exceed  two  (2)  square  feet. 

One  (1)  Freestanding  Sign  pertaining  to  the  sales, 
lease  or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the  sign 
is  located.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not 
exceed  six  (6)  square  feet. 

The  following  signs  are  permitted  in  all  Residence 
Districts  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9.9  of 
this  bylaw. 

A .  One  (1)  Freestanding  Sign  for  the  identification  of 
the  construction,  remodeling  or  repair  of  a  structure 
or  housing  development.  The  Advertising  Display 
Area  shall  not  exceed  twelve  (12)  square  feet.  Such 
sign  shall  not  be  illuminated. 

B.  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  for  the  permanent  identifica- 
tion of  a  housing  development  or  village.  The  Adver- 
tising Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  thirty-two  (32) 
square  feet. 

C  .  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  for  the  purposes  of  identifica- 
tion and  the  advertising  of  goods  and  services 
available  on  the  premises  of  an  establishment  permit- 
ted by  Sections  4.1.2,  paragraphs  C-J,  4.2. l.B  and 
4.2.2  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  and  religious,  non-profit 
and  municipal  buildings.  The  Advertising  Display 
Area  shall  not  exceed  twelve  (12)  square  feet. 

Section  7.6  Business  Districts 

The  following  signs  are  permitted  in  the  Business 
Districts  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9.9  of 
this  Bylaw. 

A  .  One  (1)  Freestanding  Sign  pertaining  to  the  sale,  lease 
or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the  sign  is 
erected.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  ex- 
ceed eighteen  (18)  square  feet. 

B  .  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  for  identification  purposes  and 
the  advertising  of  goods  and  services  available.  The 
Advertising  Display  shall  not  exceed  thirty-six  (36) 
square  feet. 
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C .  One  (1)  Wall  Sign  for  identification  purposes.  The 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  one  (1) 
square  foot  for  every  two  (2)  lineal  feet  of  building 
wall  facing  the  street  from  which  its  frontage  is 
derived. 

D  .  Window  Signs  which  shall  not  cover  more  than  twen- 
ty (20)  percent  of  the  window  glass  area  in  which  it 
is  located. 

E.  In  mixed  use  or  multi-tenant  buildings,  sign  usage 
shall  conform  to  the  following: 

1 .  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  per  lot  for  identification  pur- 
poses of  the  building  and  tenants  located  therein.  The 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  thirty  (30) 
square  feet  plus  an  additional  four  (4)  square  feet  for 
each  tenant  located  therein. 

2  .  One  (1)  Wall  Sign  per  tenant  for  the  identification  of 

such  tenant.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  per  tenant 
shall  not  exceed  one  (1)  square  foot  for  every  two  (2) 
lineal  feet  of  the  tenant's  wall  facing  the  street  from 
which  the  building  derives  its  frontage. 

OR 

One  (1)  Projecting  Sign  per  tenant  for  the  identifica- 
tion of  such  tenant.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  per 
tenant  shall  not  exceed  six  (6)  square  feet. 

3  .  One  (1)  additional  Wall  Sign  shall  be  permitted  at  a 

secondary  entrance  from  a  parking  area  for  the  iden- 
tification of  tenants.  The  Advertising  Display  Area 
per  tenant  shall  not  exceed  two  (2)  square  feet. 

4  .  One  (1)  Freestanding  Sign  pertaining  to  the  sale,  lease, 

or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the  sign  is 
erected.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  ex- 
ceed eighteen  (18)  square  feet. 

Section  7.7  Industrial  Districts 

The  following  signs  are  permitted  in  the  Industrial 
Districts  subject  to  Section  9.9  of  this  Bylaw. 

A  .  One  (1)  Freestanding  Sign  pertaining  to  the  sale,  lease 
or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the  sign  is 
erected.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  ex- 
ceed twenty-four  (24)  square  feet. 

B  .  One  ( 1 )  Ground  Sign  for  identification  purposes.  The 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  thirty-six 
(36)  square  feet. 


C .  One  (1)  Wall  Sign  for  identification  purposes.  The 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  one  (1) 
square  foot  for  every  two  (2)  lineal  feet  of  building 
wall  facing  the  street  from  which  its  frontage  is 
derived. 

D  .  An  Industrial  Park  as  described  in  Sections  4.6.  IB 
and  4.7.1  A  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  shall  be  permitted 
one  (1)  Ground  Sign  for  identification  purposes.  The 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  thirty-six 
(36)  square  feet  plus  an  additional  four  (4)  square  feet 
for  each  establishment  located  therein. 

Section  7.B  Interstate  Highway  Business  District 

Signs  permitted  in  the  Interstate  Highway  Business 
District  shall  be  based  on  use  i.e.,  residential  or 
business  and  the  appropriate  section  of  this  Bylaw 
shall  apply. 

Section  7.9  Permits 

A  .  No  sign  shall  be  erected  until  a  Sign  Permit  has  been 
issued  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

B.  A  Plot  Plan  or  Site  Plan,  if  required  in  the  district 
in  which  the  sign  will  be  located,  shall  show  building 
location  and  height,  entrances  and  exits,  parking  ar- 
rangement, loading  areas,  sign  location  and  height, 
and  a  detailed  drawing  of  the  proposed  sign  shall  ac- 
company application. 

C  .  No  Freestanding  Sign  shall  be  installed  until  a  Tem- 
porary Sign  Permit  has  been  issued  by  the  Zoning 
Enforcement  Officer. 

D  .  The  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer  may  issue  a  Tem- 
porary Sign  Permit  for  a  Freestanding  Sign  which 
does  not  conform  to  this  Bylaw  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  eight  (8)  consecutive  days.

All  signs  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe,  presentable 
and  good  structural  condition  at  all  times  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  1404.0  and  1405.0  of  the  State 
Building  Code. 

Section  7.11  Sign  Removal 
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It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  property  owner  to 
remove  any  sign  identifying  or  advertising  goods  and 
services  of  a  discontinued  business  within  thirty  (30) 
days  of  being  so  notified  by  the  Zoning  Enforcement 
Officer.

SUMMARY 

The  law  provides  a  salary  increase,  effective  January  7,  1987, 
for  the  members  of  the  legislature  and  certain  consitutional 
officers  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Beginning  at  a  base  salary  of  $30,000,  each  member  of  the 
legislature  will  receive  a  salary  increase  under  the  law  equal 
to  the  compounded  percentage  increase  in  the  salaries  of 
full  time  state  employees  who  are  subject  to  collective 
bargaining  between  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
ALLIANCE,  AFSCME  -  SEIU,  AFL  -  CIO  in  effect  bet- 
ween January  5,  1983  and  January  7,  1987.  Thereafter  the 
salaries  of  each  member  of  the  legislature  will  be  increas- 
ed by  the  same  percentages  as  the  salaries  of  full  time  state 
employees  subject  to  the  collective  bargaining  agreements. 

The  law  further  provides  that  members  of  the  legislature 
holding  leadership  positions  and  committee  chairmanships 
will  receive  an  annual  sum  in  addition  to  their  salary.  This 
additional  amount  will  vary  from  $7,500  to  $35,000  depen- 
ding upon  the  particular  position  the  member  holds. 

The  law  also  increases  the  salaries  of  certain  consitutional 
officers.  Under  the  law  the  salary  of  the  governor  is  set  at 
$85,000;  the  salaries  of  the  lieutenant  governor,  state 
secretary,  state  treasurer  and  the  state  auditor  are  set  at 
$70,000;  and  the  salary  of  the  attorney  general  is  set  at 
$75,000. 

Any  individual  may  waive  his  or  her  salary  increase  under 
this  law.  Any  amount  so  waived  shall  not  be  deemed  regular 
compensation  for  the  purposes  of  computing  any  such  per- 
son's benefits  and  shall  be  exempt  from  state  taxation.

The  proposed  law  would  also  remove  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  and  Industries'  authority  to  set  the  wage  rates  of 
employees  of  contractors  who  move  office  furniture  and  fix- 
tures for  the  state  or  a  county,  city,  town  or  district,  and 
remove  the  Commissioners'  authority  to  set  the  wage  rates 
of  operators  of  vehicles  and  other  equipment  engaged  in 
public  works. 

The  proposed  law  would  not  change  the  way  wages  are  set 
for  laborers  employed  by  the  state  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission.

raising,  handling  or  transportation  of  farm  animals. 

The  Commissioner  would  issue  regulations,  effective  within 
four  years  after  passage  of  the  proposed  law,  about  the 
surgical  procedures  used  on  farm  animals,  the  transporta- 
tion and  slaughter  of  farm  animals,  and  the  diet  and  hous- 
ing of  those  animals.  The  Director  of  the  Division  of  Animal 
Health  could  issue  exemption  permits  for  a  period  of  time 
up  to  one  year  and  one  half  to  any  farmer. 

Under  the  proposed  measure,  an  unpaid  Scientific  Advisory 
Board  on  Farm  Animal  Welfare  comprised  of  veterinarians 
and  animal  scientists  would  also  be  established  within  the 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture.  The  Board  would  ex- 
amine animal  agriculture  practices,  issue  for  publication 
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certain  reports  on  farm  practices,  and  make  non-binding 
recommendations  to  the  Commissioner  about  specific 
regulations.  If  appropriated  by  the  legislature,  the  Board 
may  allocate  an  annual  sum  of  not  more  than  ten  cents  per 
Massachusetts  citizen  to  assist  farmers  in  adopting  methods 
which  are  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  law. 

The  Director  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Health  would  be 
responsible  for  enforcing  regulations  issued  as  a  result  of 
this  proposed  law.  Persons  who  violate  the  new  law  would 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000.

The  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters  is  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  serve  three-year  overlapping  terms.  The 
Town  Clerk  is  a  Registrar  by  virtue  of  her  office.  The  duties 
of  the  Registrars  include  the  following: 

Register  new  voters,  certify  nomination  papers  and  peti- 
tions, conduct  election  recounts,  maintain  and  update  the 
list  of  registered  voters,  and  prepare  the  annual  census/street 
list. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  is  in  session  for  twenty-five  hours 
prior  to  each  election.  This  includes  two  evening  sessions, 
one  Saturday  session,  and  one  all  day  and  evening  session 
on  the  last  day  to  register  before  an  election  or  town 
meeting. 

Registration  sessions  are  held  at  the  Office  of  the  Town 
Clerk  in  Memorial  Hall.  In  addition  to  the  above  sessions, 


any  resident  of  the  Town  may  register  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
Office:  Monday  thru  Friday,  9:00  AM  to  1:00  PM  and 
Tuesday  evening,  7:00  -  9:00  PM.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 


The  General  Purpose  Financial  Statements  of  the  Town  of 
Middleton,  MA  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1989 
are  submitted  herewith.  These  reports  were  prepared  by 
the  Town  Accountant. 

Responsibility  for  both  accuracy  of  the  presented  data  and 
the  completeness  and  fairness  of  the  presentation,  including 
all  disclosures  rests  with  the  Town. 

I  believe  the  data,  as  presented,  is  accurate  in  all  material 
aspects;  that  it  is  presented  in  a  manner  designed  to  fairly 
set  forth  the  financial  position  and  results  of  operation  of 
the  Town  as  measured  by  the  financial  activity  of  its  various 
funds;  and  that  all  disclosures  necessary  to  enable  the  reader 
to  gain  the  maximum  understanding  of  the  Town's  finan- 
cial affairs  have  been  included. 

In  spite  of  severe  reduction  in  anticipated  state  aid  and 
higher  operating  costs,  the  Town  remains  in  a  sound  finan- 


cial position.  Our  tax  rate  of  $9. 18  per  thousand  for  fiscal 
year  1990  was  a  modest  increase  from  fiscal  year  1989  of 
$.58  per  thousand.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  all  personnel 
involved  in  operation  of  town  government. 

Fiscal  1990  and  beyond  will  continue  to  challenge  the 
Town's  fiscal  resources  and  I  anticipate  many  tough  and 
perhaps  unpopular  decisions  will  be  neccessary  in  the  near 
future. 

Once  again  I  thank  the  towns  people  for  their  support  at 
Town  Meeting,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Ad- 
ministrator, Bill  Fraher  our  CPA  and  all  department  heads 
and  committees  for  their  support  during  the  past  year.

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TAX  COLLECTOR 


The  Tax  Collector's  Office  had  a  very  successful  year  dur- 
ing 1989  with  regard  to  the  goals  achieved  and  our  con- 
tinued assault  on  delinquent  taxes.  This  past  year  our  of- 
fice collected  $4,486,561 .26  of  which  $241 ,060.38  was  for 
delinquent  taxes.  We  also  added  $126,062.87  to  our  Tax 
Title  Account. 

In  our  Real  Estate  division,  1989  represented  a  year  in 
which  emphasis  was  placed  on  Tax  Title.  This  highly  ef- 
fective program  ensures  that  the  Town  will  receive  the  tax 
dollars  that  are  due  on  specified  properties.  Once  a  pro- 
perty has  been  placed  into  Tax  Tide,  a  lien  is  placed  against 
the  property  and  filed  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  This  lien 
prevents  the  property  owner  from  either  selling  or  transfer- 
ring said  property  until  the  outstanding  tax  dollars  are  col- 
lected. The  Town  has  a  specific  time  frame  in  which  it  gives 
the  property  owner  time  to  make  good  on  these  outstan- 
ding taxes.  If  a  redemption  by  the  property  owner  does  not 
take  place  within  this  time  period,  the  Town  can  then 
foreclose  and  sell  the  property  to  obtain  the  taxes  due.  This 
is  a  very  expensive  procedure  and  all  costs  are  added  to 
the  lien  and  become  the  responsibility  of  the  property 
owner. 

Our  Excise  division,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles,  has  suspended  472  licenses  to  date.  As 
successful  as  this  program  appears  to  be,  the  results  of  our 
efforts  will  not  be  fully  realized  until  1990  and  1991 


when  many  drivers  attempt  to  renew  their  licenses.  At  this 
time,  the  Registry  will  refuse  to  issue  a  new  license  until 
they  receive  a  letter  of  release  from  this  office  stating  that 
ALL  outstanding  taxes  due  to  the  Town  of  Middleton  have 
been  paid  in  full.  Again,  all  additional  interest,  charges  and 
fees  are  to  be  assumed  by  the  taxpayer  and  can  be  very 
expensive. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  original  Excise  tax  bill  is 
generated  from  the  Registry  in  Boston  and  then  forwarded 
to  each  city  or  town  for  distribution.  The  information  pro- 
vided on  each  Excise  tax  bill  has  greatly  improved.  Each 
taxpayer's  Social  Security  number  is  now  provided  on  the 
bill.  This  enables  delinquent  taxpayers  to  be  traced  even 
when  they  move  from  city  to  city.  It  is  getting  more  dif- 
ficult to  avoid  paying  these  taxes  especially  where  more 
states  are  now  using  the  same  computer  system  and  the  in- 
formation is  readily  available  by  all  Police  Departments  in 
the  country.  The  Commonwealth  has  taken  a  very  firm  posi- 
tion regarding  suspended  driver's  licenses.  It  is  now  an  ar- 
restable offense  with  court  costs.  No  longer  does  it  pay  not 
to  pay. 

In  conclusion,  the  added  technology  of  our  computer  system 
has  increased  our  efficiency.  Without  it,  we  would  not  have 
been  as  successful.  With  added  new  programs,  our  ability 
to  keep  up  with  the  continued  growth  of  our  town  and  our 
commitment  to  achieve  our  goals  will  continue  to  be 
accomplished.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  triennial  up-dating  program  for  the  Town  was  com- 
pleted January  1,  1988,  and  implemented  July  1,  1988,  for 
fiscal  year  1989.  The  up-dated  values  reflected  the  One 
Hundred  Percent  Fair  Market  Value  of  all  properties,  real 
and  personal,  in  the  Town.  Tax  bills  based  on  the  up-dated 
values  were  mailed  October  18,  1989. 


Pursuant  to  the  mandates  of  Chapter  797  (Proposition  2Vi), 
all  properties  within  the  Commonwealth  must  be  appraised 


at  100%  Fair  Market  value  every  three  years.  The  Town 
of  Middleton's  last  revaluation  was  accomplished  for  Fiscal 
Year  1986. 

The  following  chart  indicates  the  growth  of  the  Town  in 
value  and  financial  burden  from  the  last  revaluation  to  the 
more  recent  up-date.

In  September  of  1988  four  new  reserve  officers  were  add- 
ed to  the  department  roster.  They  are:  Gayle  Haley,  Richard 
Kassiotis,  Jr.,  Jeno  Renner  and  Dan  Romeo. 


In  December  of  1988  Patrolman  Gayle  Haley  was  promoted 
to  a  full-time  position.  After  completing  fifteen  weeks  of 
training  at  the  Criminal  Justice  Training  Academy  in 
Topsfield  she  was  assigned  to  the  5PM  to  1AM  shift. 

In  his  capacity  as  training  officer,  Sgt.  Paul  Armitage  held 
monthly  training  sessions  on  subjects  such  as  department 
policy  and  procedures,  the  elder  abuse  law,  Lottery  com- 
mission rules,  drugs  and  drug  enforcement,  child  abuse  and 
hazardous  material  identification.  Lecturers  included  peo- 
ple from  Health  and  Education  Services,  State  Lottery  Com- 
mission, Essex  County  District  Attorney's  Office,  Mid- 
dleton  Fire  Department  and  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Social  Services.  In  addition  to  these  in-service  training 
sessions  each  full-time  officer  was  assigned  for  one  week 
to  the  Criminal  Justice  Training  Academy  in  Topsfield. 
Subjects  covered  included:  First  Responder,  C.P.R.,  auto 
theft,  report  writing,  special  problems  (homeless,  juveniles, 
mentally  ill),  hazardous  materials,  officer  survival  and  legal 
update.  All  officers,  full-time  and  reserve,  were  required 
to  attend  a  training  session  at  the  Topsfield  Training 
Academy  in  order  to  become  re-certified  as  Breath  Test 
Operators.  This  certification  remains  valid  for  two  years. 

The  department  firearms  instructor,  James  DiGianvittorio, 
re-certified  all  officers  in  the  use  of  their  firearms.  Although 
time  consuming  and  somewhat  costly,  this  constant  train- 
ing prepares  the  members  of  the  department  to  better  serve 
the  residents  of  the  town.  This  training  also  will  help  to 
reduce  our  liability  in  the  event  of  a  law  suit. 

The  second  floor  of  the  station  was  completed  this  year  giv- 
ing us  additional  office  space  and  a  much  needed  classroom 
for  our  training  sessions. 

In  January  of  1988  Nancy  McParland  started  her  employ- 
ment with  us  as  Clerk-Dispatcher.  Nancy  has  served  in  the 
past  as  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  has  proven 
to  be  an  asset  to  the  department. 

Electric  engravers  are  available  from  the  Police  Depart- 
ment at  no  cost  to  the  user.  These  engravers  may  be  used 
to  mark  valuable  items  and  possibly  prevent  their  theft. 
They  can  be  used  on  glass,  plastic,  metal,  wood,  etc. 

Any  resident  applying  for  a  high  security  position  who 
needs  to  be  fingerprinted  for  clearance  can  receive  this  ser- 
vice at  the  Police  Station.  There  are  many  different  social 
pamphlets  at  the  Police  Station  for  your  convenience  such 
as:  Help  for  Abused  Women  and  Children,  Teen  Age 
Parenting  and  Pregnancy  Program,  and  Gift  of  Life.  We 
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also  have  motor  vehicle  license  applications,  learner  per- 
mit applications  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicle  Study  Guide  for  Class  1 ,  Class 
2  and  School  Bus  License. 

Because  of  its  importance,  I  am  repeating  from  previous 
reports  the  request  that  you  let  us  know  when  you  will  be 
away  from  your  home  for  an  extended  period  of  time.  As 
the  officer  cruises  through  your  neighborhood  more  atten- 
tion will  be  paid  to  your  property.  I  would  also  ask  that 
if  you  know  that  your  neighbor  is  away,  keep  an  eye  on 
his  property  and  I  would  hope  that  your  neighbor  will  do 
the  same  for  you. 

1 .  Notify  your  neighbors  of  your  departure  and  return 
dates. 

2.  Cancel  all  daily  deliveries. 

3.  Arrange  to  have  your  lawn  cut  or  snow  shoveled. 

4.  Be  sure  all  windows  and  doors  are  secured. 

5.  Leave  shades  and  blinds  in  normal  positions. 

6.  If  possible,  remove  all  valuables  or  family  heirlooms 
for  safe  keeping. 


7.   If  possible,  leave  a  lamp  or  two  connected  to  an 
automatic  timer  to  create  a  "Lived-In"  effect. 

8 .  If  possible,  leave  a  telephone  number  or  address 
where  you  may  be  contacted  if  an  emergency  occurs. 

9.  Make  arrangements  for  your  pets. 

10.  Secure  items  such  as  bicycles,  lawn  mowers,  and  toys 
that  are  not  normally  secured. 

I  would  also  request  that  if  both  parents  are  away  from  the 
home  and  you  have  children,  instruct  them  not  to  give  in- 
formation concerning  your  hours  of  work,  place  of  employ- 
ment, participation  in  organizations,  etc.,  to  unknown  per- 
sons that  may  call  on  the  telephone.  The  caller  may  be  try- 
ing to  establish  your  lifestyle  and  when  the  home  is  vacant. 

As  in  the  past  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Town  Of- 
ficials, Citizens  of  the  Community,  surrounding  Police 
Departments,  Massachusetts  State  Police,  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles  and  especially  members  of  the  Middleton 
Police  Department.

Reserve  Firefighters: 


The  Fire  Prevention  Division  of  the  department  has  con- 
tinued to  be  busy  with  inspections  of  both  new  construc- 
tion and  smoke  detector  installations.  The  department  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  congratulate  all  of  you  who 
have  taken  the  time  to  purchase  and  install  smoke  detec- 
tors in  your  homes. 

Each  year  home  fires  kill  approximately  5,000  people  and 
seriously  injure  over  19,000  people,  most  of  whom  are 
children  or  older  adults.  It  is  important  to  remember  that 
home  fires  can  be  prevented.  YOU  CAN  STOP  FIRES 
BEFORE  THEY  START.  Look  for  hazards  around  your 
home,  and  eliminate  any  hazards  found  as  you  go  about 
your  chores. 

Remember  fire  can  strike  without  warning.  To  be  safe  you 
have  to  be  ready.  Take  the  time  now  to  complete  a  home 
fire  safety  check.  Install  smoke  detectors  if  you  haven't 
already.  For  those  who  have  already  installed  detectors, 
be  sure  they  are  clean  and  free  of  dust.  Test  the  batteries 
monthly  and  replace  the  batteries  yearly.  Sit  down  with 
family  members  and  devise  a  family  escape  plan  for  your 
home.  The  plan  should  include  two  ways  out  of  every  room, 
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plus  a  meeting  place  out  of  your  home,  to  be  certain  that 
all  members  are  safely  out  of  the  building.  Purchase  a  multi- 
purpose (ABC)  extinguisher  and  learn  how  to  use  it  pro- 
perly. The  extinguisher  should  be  located  near  exit  doors. 

If  you  would  like  some  help  in  planning  a  home  fire  escape 
plan,  or  if  you  would  like  a  home  fire  safety  check,  please 
contact  Fire  Headquarters  at  774-2466.  Arrangements  can 
be  made  to  help  you  keep  your  home  fire  safe.  The  Depart- 
ment also  has  two  slide  programs  on  "Preventing  Home 
Fires"  and  "Escaping  Home  Fires",  which  are  available 
to  be  shown  for  your  education.  These  programs  were 
donated  by  the  American  Legion  Post  227. 

Fire  Safety  Tips  to  Remember: 

1.  Install  a  smoke  detector  on  each  level  of  your  home. 

2.  Do  not  disable  a  smoke  detector  when  it  sounds  off. 

3.  Know  what  to  do  after  a  detector  sounds  off. 

4.  Plan  a  home  escape  route  in  the  event  of  a  fire. 

EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICES: 

The  Emergency  Medical  Services  Division  of  the  Fire 
Department  has  remained  at  its  usual  active  state.  It 
answered  over  360  calls  for  Emergency  Medical  Care. 

Emergency  Medical  Services  does  not  just  stop  with 
Emergency  Call  Response.  The  EMS  section  has  been  very 
active  offering  and  assisting  with  various  courses  within 
the  community.  The  Department  currently  has  3  Cardio- 
pulmonary Resuscitation  Instructors,  with  an  instructor  for 
First  Responder,  Standard  and  Advanced  First  Aid,  a  cer- 
tified Emergency  Medical  Technician  Instructor  and  Mass 
Casualty  Instructor. 

The  Department  offered  several  classes  to  the  public 
throughout  the  year.  One  course  was  not  given  due  to  a 
lack  of  sign  up.  Seven  members  of  the  community  attend- 
ed and  successfully  finished  a  First  Responder  course  given 
by  the  Department.  The  First  Responder  Course  met  two 
nights  a  week  for  eight  weeks.  During  the  program  the  par- 
ticipants learned  skills  in  basic  life  support  CPR,  bleeding 
control,  emergency  child  birth,  auto  extrication,  and  how 
to  deal  with  fractures  and  various  other  emergency  medical 
situations. 

During  the  year  the  Department  also  enjoyed  the  Pleasure 
of  assisting  the  Emhart  safety  group  by  giving  classes  in 
First  Aid  and  Community  CPR  to  their  employees  and  fami- 
ly members. 

Two  members  of  the  Call  Force  attended  a  110  hour 
Emergency  Medical  Technician  Course  offered  at  North 


Shore  Community  College.  This  venture  was  accomplish- 
ed on  their  own  time  and  at  their  own  expense. 

If  anyone  is  interested  in  taking  a  course  in  Cardiopulmon- 
ary Resuscitation,  First  Aid,  or  Choke  Saver,  please  do  not 
hesitate  to  contact  Fire  Headquarters. 

APPARATUS  AND  EQUIPMENT: 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  is  in  excellent  to  good 
condition;

Special  Note: 

It  is  my  feeling  that  the  cost  of  a  new  ladder  truck  should 
be  assumed  by  those  who  are  financially  responsible  for 
the  new  correctional  facility  on  Manning  Ave. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM: 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  excellent  repair  and  condi- 
tion. Maintenance  and  care  of  the  system  is  the  key  to  a 
reliable  operation.  The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  cared  for  in 
its  entirety  by  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm.  The  Fire 
Alarm  Division  has  replaced  the  Bucket  Truck  as  per  Town 
Meeting,  May  1989. 

RADIO  SYSTEM: 

Over  the  past  year,  this  Department  has  been  fortunate  to 
receive  the  cooperation  of  several  local  businesses  and  in- 
stitutions in  improving  our  radio  communications  system. 
As  of  this  date,  four  of  our  units  have  had  vehicle  repeater 
systems  installed.  This  effectively  couples  the  responding 
Firefighter's  portable  radio  with  the  high  power  of  the  vehi- 
cle's radio  unit.  This  has  further  reduced  the  dead  spots 
caused  by  terrain  and  structural  interference.  When  finances 
allow,  four  more  units  need  this  equipment  to  complete  this 
project. 

In  cooperation  with  Nynex,  the  Fire  Department's  primary 
radio  transmitter  is  being  relocated  to  the  highest  building 
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in  Middleton.  This  improvement  will  further  improve  our 
reception  and  transmission  ability.  It  will  also  eliminate  the 
radio  interference  problems  that  have  affected  the  televi- 
sions of  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  Fire  Headquarters. 

The  radio  console  that  was  approved  at  a  previous  Town 
Meeting  has  been  completed.  This  unit  allows  your  Fire 
Department  to  communicate  with  surrounding  communities 
regardless  of  frequency.  This  is  a  major  benefit  when  coor- 
dinating incoming  units  assisting  Middleton  during  mutual 
aid  situations. 

As  a  result  of  the  State's  fiscal  crisis,  action  of  the  special 
Town  Meeting  rescinded  the  appropriation  to  replace  the 
supporting  antenna  structure  at  Fire  Headquarters.  This 
tower  is  in  poor  condition  and  must  be  replaced  as  soon 
as  possible.  To  delay  its  replacement  risks  the  safety  of 
those  on  the  ground,  the  value  of  the  installed  antenna 
equipment  and  places  our  ability  to  communicate  in 
jeopardy. 

EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING: 

The  Department  conducts  its  own  training  programs,  plus 
most  Officers  and  Firefighters  attend  many  outside  courses 
and  training  programs.  The  Firefighters  are  ever  up-grading 
their  knowledge  and  ability  in  the  Firefighting  and 
Emergency  Medical  Services  professions.  These  Depart- 
ment members  are  truly  a  credit  to  themselves  and  the  Town 
of  Middleton. 

HAZMAT  INCIDENTS  AND  TRAINING: 

We  are  doing  the  best  we  can  given  the  financial  constraints 
of  the  present  times.  There  is  no  question  that  most  depart- 
ments are  not  equipped  to  deal  with  most  incidents.  The 
answer  to  the  problem  is  money.  We  don't  have  the  finan- 
cial resources  to  do  the  job,  and  there  is  no  question  that 
the  State  funding  is  woefully  inadequate. 

TRAINING  FACILITY: 

We  will  have  to  find  a  location  where  this  Department  can 
maintain  a  training  area.  At  one  time  it  was  hoped  that  this 
area  would  be  at  the  rear  of  Fire  Headquarters,  but  because 
the  Park  area  is  in  this  location,  this  plan  has  been  drop- 
ped. In  this  area  that  is  needed  the  following  evolutions  will 
take  place:  Pumping,  Smoke  Drills,  and  Rescue  work. 

MANPOWER: 

Firefighting  and  Rescue  work  can  only  be  performed  when 
adequate  manpower  is  available.  The  practice  of  only  two 
Firefighters  manning  the  first  due  apparatus  is  dangerous 
to  both  the  Firefighter  and  the  people  expecting  help.  With 


all  our  new  buildings,  High-Rise,  shopping  malls,  schools, 
and  commercial  enterprises,  the  need  for  a  minimum 
response  of  at  least  three  Firefighters  on  the  first  due  ap- 
paratus is  mandatory. 

The  goal  of  the  Fire  Department  is  to  expand  the  perma- 
nent force  to  have  three  Firefighters  and  a  Dispatcher  on 
duty  at  all  times  in  the  immediate  future.  The  Call  Force 
should  be  enlarged  by  at  least  five  Firefighters.  To  find 
individuals,  male  or  female,  for  these  positions  is  difficult, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  requirements  made  upon  them  and 
their  time  to  train  for  the  Firefighter  duties  is  so  extensive. 
When  we  do  find  an  individual  who  is  willing  to  join  the 
Call  Force  it  takes  approximately  three  years  to  train  a 
recruit  to  a  level  of  Firefighter  1 . 

COMMUNICATIONS: 

The  Fire  Department  Communications  Division  is  a  very 
busy  operation.  It  enhances  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. The  functions  that  take  place  in  this  division  consist 
of  receiving  all  Fire  Alarms  and  request  for  assistance  and 
dispatching  the  appropriate  apparatus.  It  monitors  the  Fire 
Alarm  System,  handling  all  telephone  and  radio  systems 
along  with  the  Department's  clerical  needs. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  mentioned,  the  Fire  Department 
handles  the  Police  telephone  and  radio  systems  nights  and 
weekends  and  dispatches  for  the  Police  Department. 

Also,  when  requested,  the  Electric  Light  Department's 
phones  and  radio  systems  are  handled  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. One  can  see  that  the  duties  of  this  Department  are 
very  heavy. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR 
1990/1991: 

Addition  of  three  permanent  Firefighters,  funded  by  the 
Town. 

Addition  of  four  Firefighters,  see  special  note.  Enlarge- 
ment of  the  Call  Force  by  five  Firefighters. 

Completion  of  a  training  facility. 

Installation  of  traffic  lights  in  Middleton  Square  with  con- 
trol at  Fire  Headquarters. 

Provide  air  compressor  and  storage  for  our  self-contained 
breathing  apparatus. 

Expand  water  system  and  establish  a  maintenance  program. 
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These  recommendations  are  made  to  acquaint  you  with  the 
abilities  and  needs  of  your  Fire  Department.  Middleton  is 
changing,  and  so  must  this  Department  if  it  is  to  operate 
effectively. 

SPECIAL  NOTE: 

As  Chief  of  this  Department,  I  feel  that  those  who  are  (State 
or  County)  financially  responsible  for  the  new  correctional 
facility  on  Manning  Ave.  should  make  an  annual  commit- 
ment to  the  Town.  In  the  Fire  Department's  case,  this  would 
be  the  wages  of  four  (4)  Firefighters,  in  addition  to  those 
funded  by  the  Town  at  present.

As  a  note  to  the  town,  without  the  summer  help  program 
the  D.P.W.  could  not  have  completed  on  time  the  many 
assignments  that  this  Department  is  responsible  for.  I  would 
like  to  personally  thank  all  of  the  summer  help  people  for 
their  assistance  and  for  a  job  well-done. 

The  Department  went  through  a  change  in  Superintendents 
on  September  26th  when  I  replaced  Don  DeHart  who  took 
the  job  as  Director  of  Operations  for  the  Town  of  Danvers. 
Don  served  the  Town  and  the  D.P.W.  well  during  his  three 
years  with  the  Town  making  many  new  improvements  along 
the  way. 

Following  is  a  summary  by  division  of  the  work  perform- 
ed throughout  the  year. 

HIGHWAY 

Under  the  highway  division  the  following  streets  were 
reconstructed  and  paved  during  the  year:  Essex  Street 
(Creighton  Pond  to  town  line),  Old  Hundred  Lane,  Bet- 
tencourt  Road,  Mill  Street  (Liberty  Street  to  #18),  Flint 
Street,  Hilldale  Avenue,  Boston  Street  (South  Main  Street 
to  Phaneuf  Street)  and  the  Howe-Manning  parking  lot. 

With  a  portion  of  the  F.E.M.A.  grant  money,  a  300  foot 
portion  of  North  Liberty  Street  over  Monday  bridge  was 


paved  and  at  the  same  time  the  pavement  on  North  Liberty 
Street  was  extended  250  feet  up  to  the  last  home.  The  re- 
maining dirt  portion  of  North  Liberty  Street  was  con- 
siderably widened  and  regraded  by  Lee  Construction  as  a 
pre-condition  to  their  building  of  the  Liberty  Hills  subdivi- 
sion. As  part  of  the  operation,  all  of  the  illegally  dumped 
trash  along  the  roadway  was  removed.  The  Town  co- 
operated in  this  project  by  supplying  much  of  the  gravel 
material  needed  to  grade  the  road. 

By  vote  of  Special  Town  Meeting,  that  portion  of  Old  Forest 
Street  near  the  North  Andover  line  that  had  been  discon- 
tinued for  many  years  was  re-opened  after  new  drainage, 
guard  rails  and  reconstruction  work  was  completed  this  past 
Spring. 

In  October,  the  parking  lot  to  the  Old  Town  Hall  was  rip- 
ped up,  repaved,  lined  and  landscaped  for  the  opening  of 
what  is  now  the  new  Senior  Center. 

The  Mill  Street  bridge  project  was  completed  early  last  Fall 
by  Mortalo  Construction.  A  10'  x  5'  concrete  box  culvert 
along  with  a  48'  drain  line  was  installed  to  replace  the  un- 
safe wood  bridge  structure  that  existed  for  many  years.  Fun- 
ding for  this  project  was  provided  by  a  grant  to  the  Town 
by  the  State.  The  towns  people  should  know  that  the  District 
5  office  of  the  State  D.P.W.  has  given  Middleton  much 
assistance  throughout  the  year  and  it  is  greatly  appreciated. 

During  the  year  the  Flatley  Company,  through  an  order 
of  conditions  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  straightened  out  and 
widened  a  portion  of  Locust  Street  near  the  East  Street  end. 
With  the  dedication  of  land  by  abutters  the  County 
Engineers  Office  was  able  to  establish  new  street  lines  of 
uniform  width. 

The  guard  rail  replacement/repair  program  continued  this 
Spring  with  the  replacing  of  all  broken  guard  rail  on  Essex 
Street  with  new  wood  rails.  Over  800  feet  of  concrete  post 
and  wire  guard  railing  was  repaired  on  Boston  Street,  Essex 
Street,  Peabody  Street  and  Forest  Street.  This  year  the  sum- 
mer help  assisted  us  in  starting  a  new  program  of  repain- 
ting all  wood  and  concrete  post  guard  rail  to  increase  their 
visibility  from  a  safety  stand  point  and  neaten  its  appearance 
for  aesthetic  purposes.  The  whole  length  of  Essex  Street 
was  done  this  year. 

The  hydra-mower  (roadside  mower)  was  out  throughout 
the  summer  months  cutting  back  brush  and  high  grass  that 
constantly  restricts  visibility  along  the  roadside  and  at  street 
intersections.  This  machine  has  proven  to  be  a  useful  ad- 
dition to  this  Department. 
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All  dirt  roads  in  Town  (now  numbering  18)  were  graded 
this  Spring  and  will  be  done  again  this  Fall  before  the 
ground  freezes. 

All  streets  throughout  the  Town  were  swept  at  least  once 
during  May.  I  would  like  to  remind  all  residents  who  have 
sidewalks  in  front  of  their  homes  to  sweep  all  accumulated 
sand  and  debris  into  the  gutter  area  before  May  1st  so  that 
it  can  be  picked  up  by  the  street  sweeper  as  it  passes  through 
your  neighborhood. 

The  Town  purchased  many  new  regulatory  warning  signs, 
vandal  proof  fasteners,  barricades  and  break  away  sign 
posts  through  a  Work  Zone  Protection  grant  given  to  Mid- 
dleton  by  the  State. 

The  Department  replaced  two  older  vehicles  this  year,  with 
one  new  Ford  F-350  3/4  ton  pick-up  for  the  foreman,  and 
one  new  Ford  350 1-ton  dump  truck  which  is  used  in  every- 
day operations.  The  Department  did  not  receive  approval 
at  this  years  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  replace,  in  FY  90, 
one  of  two  Ford  F-700  dump  trucks  that  are  used  throughout 
the  year  and  especially  in  winter  sanding  operations.  The 
Department  fleet  is  in  good  shape  except  for  the  remain- 
ing three  large  dump  trucks.  In  order  for  this  Department 
to  function  efficiently,  I  will  continue  seeking  to  upgrade 
these  three  vehicles. 

Snow  fall  was  exceptionally  light  this  year  with  the  first 
trace  of  snow  falling  on  December  5th  and  the  last  snow 
being  on  April  8th,  leaving  Middleton  with  a  total  ac- 
cumulation of  15!/2  inches.  Being  nearly  45  inches  below 
normal,  the  Town  was  able  to  save  almost  all  of  the  $32,000 
set  aside  for  snow  removal.  Private  contractors  were  call- 
ed out  only  twice  during  the  88-89  season.  Even  though 
it  was  a  light  snow  year,  there  were  above  normal  callouts 
for  ice  conditions. 

CEMETERIES 

During  the  year  there  were  43  interments  with  22  lots  sold 
at  Oakdale  Cemetery.  The  new  single  section  "F"  was 
completed  this  year  expanding  the  available  lots  by  200 
graves.  In  the  thousand  section  an  additional  54  two  grave 
lots  were  established  with  the  potential  for  66  more  two 
grave  lots  on  the  opposite  side  of  Birch  Avenue.  This  area 
will  be  made  available  sometime  in  FY  90. 

Several  avenues  were  paved  this  year,  they  were: 
Woodedge  Avenue,  Pleasant  Avenue,  Evergreen  Avenue, 
and  Wood  Avenue.  Next  year  the  remaining  avenues  that 
need  paving  will  be  done  completing  all  the  necessary  pav- 
ing for  many  years. 


Oakdale  Cemetery  was  fertilized  once  this  year  in  the 
Spring  and  this  provided  for  good  color  and  growth  of  the 
grass. 

All  Town  cemeteries  were  maintained  with  brush  cutting, 
shrubbery  and  tree  trimming,  and  grass  mowing  on  a 
regular  basis. 

The  Boy  Scouts  under  the  leadership  of  Eagle  Scout,  Doug 
LeColst,  helped  the  D.P.W.  clean  out  much  of  the  brush 
overgrowth  in  Fuller  Cemetery  which  had  not  been  done 
for  years.  The  Town  and  the  D.P.W.  appreciate  their  com- 
munity involvement. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

Many  new  and  exciting  things  happened  to  Middleton's 
parks  and  playgrounds  this  year  such  as  the  addition  of  the 
new  basketball  court  behind  Howe-Manning,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  soccer  field  behind  Memorial  Hall  (now 
being  used  for  play  this  Fall),  the  new  tot  lot  next  to  the 
new  soccer  field  and  the  addition  of  the  new  Learning  Struc- 
tures playground  in  the  pine  grove  behind  Howe-Manning. 

The  D.P.W.  worked  very  hard  with  the  Playground  Com- 
mittee to  assist  them  with  the  construction  of  these  two  new 
playgrounds  on  April  22,  1989.  Public  Works  was  proud 
to  be  a  part  of  this  successful  project. 

The  ball  fields  took  on  improved  appearances  this  year 
when  extra  effort  was  put  into  preparing  and  re-edging  all 
baseball  diamonds  this  Spring. 

The  landfill  field  was  skinned  out  and  reshaped  with  new 
infield  mix.  A  new  set  of  aluminum  player  benches  was 
added  along  with  a  5  tier  set  of  bleachers. 

At  Howe-Manning,  in  addition  to  the  work  done  to  the 
fields,  two  new  sets  of  team  benches  and  a  5  tier  set  of 
bleachers  were  installed.  The  T-ball  field  received  a  new 
10  foot  high  chainlink  backstop  with  bench  protectors. 

Due  to  increased  activity  now  at  Howe-Manning  Park  the 
driveway  that  once  went  through  to  Park  Street  was  block- 
ed off  at  both  ends  by  the  installation  of  (2)  new  gates  which 
restrict  vehicular  travel  during  school  and  playground 
hours.  The  addition  of  these  gates  greatly  increases  the  safe- 
ty to  children  who  use  the  parks  and  playgrounds. 

All  fields  were  lined  and  maintained  on  a  weekly  basis  and 
were  fertilized  twice  during  the  year.  Along  with  the  wet 
season  that  we  had  it  was  a  tedious  job  trying  to  keep  up 
with  the  grass  cutting  on  a  regular  basis. 
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Additional  sand  was  placed  at  the  beach  area  of  Thunder 
Bridge  and  the  area  was  maintained  on  a  regular  basis.  I 
would  like  to  remind  residents  to  heed  the  warning  sign 
at  Thunder  Bridge  stating  that  diving  from  the  bridge  is 
prohibited.  It  is  there  for  your  safety. 

Richardson  Park,  behind  the  Flint  Library,  has  gone 
through  its  first  stage  of  development  with  the  hydro- 
seeding  of  the  park  area  itself.  Public  Works  had  the  con- 
crete curbing  installed  and  the  parking  area  paved  and  lin- 
ed last  Fall.  Mr.  Paul  Richardson  had  a  sprinkler  system 
installed,  trees  planted  and  landscaping  done  around  the 
Historical  building.  Public  Works  will  be  a  part  of  the  se- 
cond stage  which  will  involve  establishing  walking  paths, 
lighting  and  landscaping  islands  throughout  the  park.  The 
completion  of  this  park,  sometime  in  FY  90,  will  be  another 
addition  to  the  ongoing  beautification  program  of 
Middleton. 

FORESTRY 

Throughout  the  year  numerous  trees  were  cut  down  and 
trimmed,  where  needed,  to  provide  for  public  safety.  The 
Town  had  one  known  case  of  severe  tree  aphids  on 
Lakeview  Avenue  in  which  the  tree  had  to  be  treated. 

The  town-wide  tree  planting  program  was  put  on  hold  this 
Spring  due  to  the  work  load,  but  has  resumed  this  Fall. 
Anyone  who  would  like  a  town  tree  planted  in  front  of  their 
residence  may  contact  Public  Works  and  we  will  put  you 
on  our  list  for  planting  in  the  Spring  or  Fall  months. 

WATER 

During  the  year  (13)  permits  were  issued  for  new  connec- 
tions to  the  water  system. 

During  the  year  there  was  (1)  water  break  on  East  Street 
caused  by  a  tractor  trailer  running  over  the  service  box.  This 
was  repaired  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  The  lead  "gooseneck" 
to  the  Howe-Manning  School  was  replaced  with  a  new  cop- 
per pipe,  which  improved  the  water  quality  to  the  school. 

This  year  a  new  program  was  started  with  the  painting  of 
all  hydrant  bonnets  and  caps  with  a  reflective  white  paint 
which  increases  visibility  of  all  hydrants  at  night.  This  will 
not  only  help  prevent  the  hydrants  from  being  hit  but  will 
also  aid  the  Fire  Department  to  find  hydrants  that  may  be 
hidden  off  the  roadside  edge. 


The  Department  also  aided  the  Fire  Department  in  their 
efforts  to  clean  out  any  dry  hydrants  that  are  periodically 
plugged  due  to  debris  and  silt  accumulated  in  front  of  them. 

GENERAL 

Some  general  items  that  were  accomplished  through  the  year 
were  the  complete  reconstruction  and  establishment  of  the 
new  lawn  area  in  front  of  Memorial  Hall,  the  installation 
of  the  "Welcome  to  Middleton"  sign  on  Boston  Street,  the 
cleanup  and  removal  of  all  junk  vehicles  at  the  DPW  yard, 
the  installation  of  (2)  new  insulated  garage  doors  at  the 
DPW  building,  and  the  installation  of  "toners"  in  all  Town 
vehicles  to  eliminate  the  constant  radio  interference  from 
Medford  DPW. 

The  DPW  also  responded  promptly  to  assist  M.E.L.D 
with  (2)  hazardous  spills  at  Boston  Street  on  November  11, 
1988  and  at  the  old  drive-in  on  April  4,  1989. 

This  Department  continues  to  expand  and  explore  new  pro- 
grams and  projects  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Programs  such 
as  roadway  improvements,  equipment  preventive 
maintenance  and  replacement,  park  and  playgrounds  im- 
provement and  expansions  and  storm  drainage  maintenance 
are  to  be  continued  in  the  upcoming  year. 

The  Department  again  looks  forward  to  continued  coopera- 
tion with  other  Town  Departments  and  Boards  since  it  is 
vital  to  the  Town's  success  and  efficiency. 

The  economical  situation  is  quite  tough  right  now  but  the 
Town  must  look  ahead  in  the  next  few  years  to  expanding 
personnel  of  the  DPW  The  work  load  continues  to  increase 
each  year  with  the  addition  of  new  subdivisions,  parks, 
playgrounds  etc. ,  which  in  turn  increases  the  burden  on  the 
Department  to  maintain  these  areas  in  an  efficent  manner. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, Town  Administrator,  Department  Heads  and  Citizens 
of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year. 

The  Department  would  also  like  to  thank  its  employees  for 
their  loyal  and  dedicated  service  to  the  Department 
throughout  the  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  JULY  1988  -  JUNE  1989 


The  Middleton  Conservation  Commission  consists  of  five 
members,  a  secretary  and  an  Agent.  The  members  are: 

Raymond  Farnsworth,  Chairman 
Trudy  Dearborne 
Leonard  Kupreance 
William  Haas 
Robert  Lamb 

The  secretary  is  Mary  Farley  and  the  agent  for  the  Com- 
mission is  Leo  Cormier.  The  Commission  meets  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
Building  on  North  Main  Street  on  the  second  floor  at  8:00 
P.M. 

The  agent  for  the  Conservation  Commission  can  be  reach- 
ed at  the  Board  of  Health  office,  telephone  number  777-1869 
between  8:00  and  9:00  A.M.,  Monday  through  Friday  and 
every  Tuesday  night  from  7:00  to  9:00  P.M.  or  when  I  am 
in  the  office  up  to  4:30  P.M. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  noted  that  there  has  been 
a  lot  of  work  being  done  around  town  on  home  lots  within 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  wetland  areas  without  the  required 
Order  of  Conditions  from  the  Commission.  Any  residents 
with  questions  in  regard  to  this  matter  can  call  the  Com- 
mission agent  for  more  information. 


The  Commission  has  been  reviewing  one  to  four  projects 
each  month.  The  projects  range  from  a  little  work  in  the 
back  yard  to  new  roads  and  houses  next  to  wetlands.  New 
filing  fees  have  been  instituted  by  the  State  D.E.P.  (D.E.Q.E.) 
so  that  the  person  who  does  the  project  pays  a  fee  to  the 
Town  and  to  the  State.  "Requests  for  Determination  of  Ap- 
plicability" do  not  have  a  filing  fee  but  do  require  that  the 
petitioner  pay  for  a  legal  notice  in  the  newspaper. 

The  Conservation  Commission  answered  12  complaints, 
issued  three  Cease  and  Desist  orders,  held  12  regular  and 
8  special  meetings  this  year. 

The  Conservation  Commission  worked  on  a  new  executive 
golf  course  next  to  wetlands.  I  attended  one  Saturday 
workshop  on  wetland  plant  identification.  There  were  six 
sites  which  were  viewed  by  the  Conservation  Commission 
on  a  walking  tour. 

Eleven  Notices  of  Intent  were  acted  upon  and  one  Certificate 
of  Compliance  was  issued  this  year.

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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


This  year's  main  emphasis  was  the  restoration  of  the 
"TRAMP  HOUSE  ". 

This  old  building  is  a  classic  in  itself.  There  are  very  few 
pure  "Tramp  Houses"  left  in  existence  in  New  England. 
It  was  built  in  1878  as  a  lockup  for  transients  who  happen- 
ed to  end  up  in  town  when  the  sun  went  down.  Immigrants 
(mostly  Irish)  followed  the  rail  lines  inland  in  search  of 
work.  The  town  housed  and  fed  them  for  the  night,  pro- 
vided they  split  wood  for  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  next 
door.  If  they  chose  not  to  split  wood,  they  only  got  the 
quarters! 

George  Flint  and  his  three  sons  did  the  masonry  work  in 
two  days;  10,600  bricks.  Horace  and  Charles  Phelps  did 
the  carpentry  work.  (From  Lura  Watkins'  "History  of  Mid- 
dleton.)" 

The  Tramp  House  had  fallen  into  disrepair.  The  last  time 
it  was  used  was  in  the  early  "30's"  when  Bill  Young  was 
Police  Chief.  In  fact,  it  was  in  danger  of  disappearing 
altogether:  roof  caving  in  and  bricks  being  pried  off  for 
various  uses.  We  can  thank  several  residents  for  helping 
preserve  this  classic  remnant  of  the  past:  John  Kunz  put 
on  the  new  roof  beams  and  roof  and  had  new  windows 
made:  Ray  Farnsworth  reinstalled  the  missing  bricks  and 
other  masonry  work:  John  Lee  built  the  door  and  installed 
the  windows:  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works  cleared  the  debris 


and  landscaped  the  front  area.  We  now  have  perhaps  the 
finest  "Tramp  House"  left  in  New  England. 

The  Commission  meets  quarterly;  we  welcome  guests.

On  January  13,  1989,  I  graduated  from  the  Massachusetts 
Criminal  Justice  Training  Center  Program  for  Animal  Con- 
trol Officers. 

The  Center  educates  the  Animal  Control  Officers  about  peo- 
ple and  their  pets  and  the  laws  pertaining  to  animal  control. 

For  the  past  few  years  Middleton  was  number  one  on  the 
veterinary  list  for  the  deadly  disease  "heart  worm".  This 
has  changed  due  to  the  fact  that  owners  have  been  well 
educated  on  this  issue. 

The  Town  of  Middleton  holds  the  record  for  the  largest 
number  of  unlicensed  dogs.  Please,  make  every  effort  to 
change  this  record  for  the  upcoming  year.  Licenses  are 
available  April  1st  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and  through 
my  office  at  my  home.  All  dogs  must  be  licensed  whether 
they  leave  your  property  or  not.  If,  for  any  reason,  the 
elderly  or  handicapped  are  unable  to  license  their  animals 
through  the  Town  Clerk  or  my  office,  I  will  come  to  your 
home.

4.  The  subject  matter  of  the  application,  i.e.,  review  the 
refusal  of  the  Building  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit.

5.  The  location  of  the  area  or  premises  including  street 
address,  if  any,  and  Assessors  Map#  and  Lot#. 

6.  The  name  of  the  Applicant  printed  or  typed  and  sign- 
ed including  telephone  number. 

The  Board  will  schedule  a  Public  Hearing  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  but  not  later  than  65  days  after  a  filing  of 
the  application  pending  upon  the  availability  of  the  required 
information  and  response  from  other  interested  Boards  and 
Agencies.

Your  landfill  custodians  are  Jim  Bastable  and  Charlotte 
Shipley.  The  landfill  is  open  Sunday,  Wednesday  and  Satur- 
day from  7:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M. 

This  year,  we  have  not  started  any  new  large  projects  in 
town  except  the  site  for  low  and  moderate  income  housing 
planned  for  Boston  Street. 

The  town  is  in  a  Regional  Sanitary  District  committee  to 
try  and  solve  the  problem  of  where  town  septic  waste  can 
be  disposed. 

The  landfill  has  been  surveyed  and  a  new  operating  plan 
was  submitted  to  the  State  D.E.P.  (D.E.Q.E.) 

The  plan  would  have  the  landfill  continue  another  ten  to 
twelve  years.  A  hydrogeology  study  is  starting  this  year. 
There  will  be  more  recycling  at  the  landfill  to  lengthen  the 
life  of  the  site. 

The  work  done  in  July  1988  to  June  1989  included  travel- 
ing 8038  miles  and  attending  13  Board  of  Health  meetings; 
8  meetings  of  Essex  Middlesex  Sanitary  District  were  also 
attended. 

106  perc  tests  were  witnessed  and  130  septic  system  in- 
spections were  done.  Some  36  wells  were  tested  and  48 
septic  plans  submitted  for  review.  Restaurant  and  store  in- 
spections totaled  64.  All  Day  Camps,  commercial  pools, 
hot  tubs  and  water  companies  were  checked  as  well  us 
Thunder  Bridge  swimming  beach. 


The  Hotel  and  Motel  were  inspected,  also  the  ice  cream 
and  milk  processing  plants.  The  pre-mix  bottling  facility 
was  checked  as  was  the  massage  parlor  and  tanning  parlor 
in  town.  The  L.P.G.A.  tournament  concessions  were  in- 
spected in  the  summer. 

The  landfill  and  septic  system  rules  were  revised  and  a  new 
regulation  has  been  published  requiring  fences  around  in- 
ground  pools. 

There  was  a  household  hazardous  waste  collection  day  in 
November  with  Boxford  and  Topsfield. 

The  Board  of  Health  conducted  flu  clinics  with  North  Shore 
Visiting  Nurses  Association.  The  Board  now  has  a  contract 
with  N. S.V.N. A.  for  public  health  nursing  services  this 
year. 

Some  lead  was  found  in  the  town  water  at  the  school  and 
a  lead  connector  pipe  in  the  street  was  taken  out  of  ser- 
vice. The  water  then  tested  O.K. 

Water  wells  on  School  Street  were  tested  again  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (D.E.Q.E.)  with 
no  changes  in  results  of  houses  tested. 

Asbestos  was  found  in  the  school  and  a  plan  to  remove  it 
was  formulated  and  implemented.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  -  MIDDLETON  PLANNING  BOARD 


Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1989 

The  recent  boom  in  residential  development  has  virtually 
disappeared  as  market  factors  have  depressed  the  entire  real 
estate  market.  There  is  little  expectation  for  a  significant 
improvement  soon.  As  a  result  there  have  been  few  peti- 
tions for  subdivision  approval  this  year. 


However,  during  the  last  decade,  Middleton  has  experienc- 
ed a  population  growth  of  over  twenty  percent.  The  table 


below  lists  the  23  subdivisions  that  have  been  approved  in 
the  last  five  years  and  their  status  as  of  June  1989.  We  pro- 
ject a  population  increase  of  550  when  each  of  these  is  com- 
pleted. In  addition.  The  Flatley  Company  has  received  ap- 
proval for  238  two-bedroom  rental  units  in  the  Ferncroft 
area.  Clearly  these  factors  will  account  for  another  25% 
increase  in  population.

While  the  constraints  of  Proposition  2'/2  and  the  impact  of 
reduced  state  and  federal  aid  have  caused  retrenchment  in 
many  town  departments  and  services,  the  need  for  effec- 
tive planning  for  future  growth  becomes  even  more  impor- 
tant. It  is  clear  thai  growth  with  the  resultant  increase  in 
demand  on  municipal  services  will  occur  in  the  near  future. 
The  current  respite  in  new  applications  does  present  an  op- 
portunity for  the  town  to  prepare  for  the  necessary  expan- 
sions. Schools  and  Public  Works,  including  electrical  and 
water  supply,  are  areas  where  the  impact  will  be  felt 
strongest.  In  addition,  long  range  plans  for  trash  and  sep- 
tage  handling  should  be  developed  now. 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in  May  1989,  the  town  adopted 
the  last  in  a  series  of  changes  in  the  Zoning  By-law 


proposed  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  result  of  this  multi- 
year  project  is  a  By-law  which  properly  reflects  the  needs 
of  a  community  of  our  size  and  objectives.  To  avoid 
detrimental  development  with  unaccceptable  increases  in 
population  density,  it  will  be  necessary  to  carefully  evaluate 
any  further  proposed  changes. 

During  the  year,  the  Planning  Board  held  27  meetings. 
There  were  only  two  new  subdivisions  proposed.  However, 
there  were  38  petitions  for  division  of  lots  which  did  not 
require  the  application  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law.  The 
Board  also  made  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
on  48  applications  for  variances,  special  permits,  site  plans, 
etc. 
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As  always,  the  Board  acknowledges,  with  thanks,  the  in- 
valuable assistance  provided  by  Building  Inspector  Bill 
Cashman.  Dennis  Roy,  our  new  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works,  has  also  been  of  great  help  in  giving  us  the  benefit 
of  his  experience  in  other  communities.  We  would  also  like 
to  commend  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  for  their  untiring  efforts  to  protect  the  environ- 


ment from  potential  problems  brought  about  by  inap- 
propriate development.

As  Director  of  Senior  Services  I  hereby  submit  my  annual 
report  from  July  1.  1988  -  June  30,  1989. 

For  Middleton  Seniors  the  past  year  has  been  an  excep- 
tionally busy  one  with  the  planning  of  a  new  Senior  Center 
as  well  as  having  a  full  schedule  of  activities. 

As  in  the  past  our  Congregate  Meal  Program  has  operated 
three  days  a  week  with  full  capacity,  and  we  are  looking 
forward  to  accommodating  more  Seniors  in  our  new  home. 
We  are  still  operating  on  a  reservation  system.  However, 
we  manage  to  fit  everyone  in.  This  past  year  3200  Con- 
gregate Meals  were  served. 

The  Home  Delivered  Meals  Program  provides  an  essen- 
tial service  to  Seniors  who  are  unable  to  get  out.  During 
the  past  year  3800  meals  were  delivered  to  Middleton's 
home  bound. 

The  Council  on  Aging  Van  has  been  operating  on  a  five 
day  schedule  per  week.  In  June,  our  Van  Driver  for  the 
past  five  years,  Mary  McKenney,  had  an  accident  and  broke 
her  ankle.  This  meant  the  Council  on  Aging  had  to  hire 
a  new  driver  and  replace  Mary  during  her  convalescence. 
The  Council  was  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  hire  Kathy 
Michalski  who  took  over  the  Transportation  Drivers  Posi- 
tion. She  has  been  delivering  the  Home  Delivered  Meals 
five  days  a  week  and  transporting  Seniors  who  are  unable 
to  get  to  the  Senior  Center  on  their  own  where  a  hot  meal 
is  served  every  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday. 

Seniors  are  also  able  to  participate  in  the  exercise  classes 
held  weekly  at  the  Center.  Weekly  trips  are  available  for 
those  who  do  not  have  their  own  transportation  for  grocery 
shopping.  Also,  Seniors  were  able  to  go  each  week  to  Essex 
Aggie  for  their  hair  appointments. 

The  Council  again  this  year  held  a  weekly  beano  game 
every  Monday  afternoon.  The  group  was  entertained  and 
supplied  with  "goodies"  during  the  game  and  refreshments 
were  served  after  the  game. 

In  January  a  long-time  Middleton  resident  joined  the 
CO. A.  Board  as  an  Associate  Member  -  namely  Tony 
Duskcy.  Tony  joined  in  the  activities  and  took  over  the 
weekly  beano  game  and  has  done  an  outstanding  job. 

Seniors  dropping  in  at  (he  Center  are  able  to  enjoy  coffee 
or  tea  at  no  charge  and  many  mornings  are  treated  to  home 
made  pastries  supplied  by  Winnie  Fitzpatrick.  Meal  Site 
Director.

After  lunch  door  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  lucky  win- 
ners. Following  this,  Seniors  browsed  at  their  leisure  in 
the  gift  shop  on  the  premises.  Once  their  purchases  were 
made  everyone  headed  for  the  bus.  To  the  surprise  of  the 
Seniors  the  sun  was  shining  brightly.  They  took  a  ride  along 
the  coast  of  Maine  to  Nubble's  Light  which  was  a  beautiful 
spot  for  a  stroll. 


Finally  it  was  time  to  head  home  to  Middleton  where  the 
bus  arrived  at  5:30  P.M.  with  a  group  of  happy  Seniors 
having  had  a  great  day. 

May  was  a  very  busy  month  for  Middleton  Seniors.  At  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  Middleton  voters  agreed  to  ap- 
propriate fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  further  remodeling 
of  the  Old  Town  Hall  for  a  new  Senior  Center.  This  was 
an  excellent  vote  for  the  Seniors  because  it  meant  further 
improvements  to  the  new  Senior  Center. 

At  the  end  of  May  another  day  trip  was  enjoyed  by  forty- 
seven  Middleton  Seniors  who  journeyed  to  Dennisport  on 
the  Cape  to  enjoy  a  delicious  lunch  at  Eamonn  McGirr's 
Irish  Pub.  After  lunch  the  group  was  entertained  by  an  hour 
long  program  of  Irish  music  and  Sing-along.  It  was  a 
wonderful  day  for  all. 

In  June  two  hundred  Middleton  Seniors  were  treated  to  a 
full  course  dinner  at  the  Sheraton-Tara  Hotel  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Flatley.  Details  of  the  day  were  worked  out  by 
Mark  Donovan  and  Lisa  Bass  of  the  hotel  staff  assisted  by 
Ollie  Kopacki,  Director  of  Middleton  Council  on  Aging. 

Following  an  enjoyable  dinner,  Mark  Donovan  spoke  to 
the  group  and  extended  greetings  from  Mr.  Flatley  who 
was  unable  to  be  present.  Ira  Singer,  Town  Administrator, 
and  Rick  Kassiotis,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
were  guests  at  the  dinner  and  spoke  briefly  to  the  group. 
Ollie  Kopacki  extended  appreciation  on  behalf  of  Middleton 
Seniors  for  a  most  pleasant  day. 

Another  beautiful  day  trip  enjoyed  by  Middleton  Seniors 
was  a  trip  to  the  Castle-in-the-Clouds  in  Moultonboro,  New 
Hampshire.  A  delicious  lunch  was  enjoyed  at  Bailey's 
Restaurant  in  Wolfboro,  N.H.  After  dinner  the  Seniors 
were  taken  to  the  Castle-in-the  Clouds  by  bus.  They  were 
then  taken  by  horse  and  wagon  to  the  Castle  where  the 
group  was  given  an  escorted  tour  and  everyone  was  able 
to  view  the  beautiful  mountains  of  New  Hampshire. 

Transportation  to  medical  appointments  for  Middleton 
Seniors  again  increased  during  the  past  year.  This  service, 
which  is  provided  by  the  town,  has  proved  to  be  a  valuable 
service  for  Seniors  who  are  unable  to  get  to  their  medical 
appointments  on  their  own.  The  town  has  two  very 
dedicated  drivers  who  travel  in  all  kinds  of  weather.  Several 
trips  weekly  are  made  to  the  Beverly  Hospital,  Salem 
Hospital,  Hunt  Hospital  and  Out-patient  Clinics,  as  well 
as  trips  to  the  family  physician  or  dentist.  These  trips  are 
coordinated  by  Hazel  Proctor  and  Pat  Gettings.  A  dona- 
tion of  two  dollars  is  made  by  Seniors  using  this  service. 
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Josephine  Leary,  a  Board  member  of  the  M.C.O.A.,  is  a 
delegate  to  North  Shore  Elder  Services  from  Middleton. 
She  attends  several  meetings  every  month  at  the  North 
Shore  Elder  Services  in  Danvers  and  keeps  the  Board  in- 
formed of  any  changes  that  may  apply  to  the  functioning 
of  our  Senior  Program. 

M.C.O.A.  again  this  year  handled  the  distribution  of  com- 
modity foods  for  the  low  income  and  elderly.  Four  times 
a  year  these  foods  were  delivered  to  the  Fuller  Meadow 
School  where  local  residents  were  able  to  pick  them  up. 
This  past  year  an  increase  of  fourteen  percent  was  shown 
in  distribution. 

The  Council  on  Aging  Board  had  a  few  changes  this  year. 
Nellie  Muzichuck  resigned  after  giving  several  years  of 
faithful  service  to  the  Council  and  did  an  excellent  job  in 
running  the  weekly  Beano. 

Tony  Duskey  became  an  associate  member  of  the  Board 
in  January  and  in  June  was  elected  as  Chairman  of  the 
Council  on  Aging  Board. 

In  January  1989,  Middleton  Council  on  Aging  was  award- 
ed a  formula  grant  in  the  amount  of  $1386.00  for  fiscal 
year  1989,  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  under 
the  State  Council  of  Aging.  New  improvements  will  be 
made  to  the  new  Senior  Center  with  this  grant.

Many  thanks  also  to  the  Middleton  Police  Depart- 
ment for  their  assistance. 

Last  but  not  least,  my  thanks  to  the  Council  on  Aging  Board 
members  for  their  cooperation  this  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
FISCAL  YEAR  1989 


The  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Middleton  School 
Committee  submit  this  Annual  Report  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Middleton. 

In  recognition  of  the  need  for  a  well  organized  Special 
Education  Department  the  School  Committee  began  the 
year  with  the  appointment  of  an  Administrator  of  Special 
Education  on  a  full  time  basis.  This  position  improved  the 
ability  to  monitor  programs  and  communicate  with  parents 
in  a  much  highly  improved  manner  than  was  possible  with 
the  part-time  (one  day  a  week)  arrangement  which  had  ex- 
isted heretofore.  The  final  decision  was  made  to  designate 
one  of  the  present  staff  members,  Deanne  Shininger,  to 
fulfill  this  role. 

During  the  first  part  of  this  Fiscal  Year  bids  were  authorized 
for  the  installation  of  new  windows  and  doors  as  the  Phase 
II  segment  of  re-modeling  at  the  Howe-Manning  School. 
In  September  the  contract  was  awarded.  Replacement  was 
started  by  the  construction  firm  of  Lockheed  Corporation 
under  the  administrative  oversight  of  the  architectural  firm. 
Hammer,  Kiefer  and  Todd.  Although  difficult  to  schedule 
the  work  with  the  school  program  operating  at  the  same 
time,  the  much  needed  work  was  completed.  The  work  re- 
mained far  behind  the  planned  schedule  due  to  manufac- 
turing as  well  as  installation  problems.  As  the  year  closed, 
some  work  remained  to  be  completed.  This  portion  of 
rehabilitation,  Phase  II,  cost  approximately  $175,000.  In 
the  Spring  of  the  year,  at  the  Annual  Town  meeting, 
$200,000  was  approved  to  work  on  Phase  III,  although  the 
definition  of  the  project  had  not  been  clearly  determined 
on  a  priority  basis. 

Concurrently  the  engineering  firm  of  Hall-Kimbrell  mov- 
ed forward  with  the  first  part  of  compliance  with  AHERA 
regulations  (the  Federal  Asbestos  Act).  The  work  being  per- 
formed by  this  firm  identified  by  location  all  Asbestos  Con- 
taining Building  Materials  with  some  estimate  of  costs  for 
removal  and  replacement. 

An  Ad  Hoc  Subcommittee  to  research  the  need  for  the  re- 
opening of  the  Fuller  Meadow  School  was  formed  with 
Chairperson  Lewis  and  member  Paul  Caron.  The  Subcom- 
mittee reviewed  population  projections  and  class  sizes  and 
filed  a  report  in  mid-summer  which  recommended  notifica- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Social  Services  that  the  Fuller 
Meadow  School  would  be  needed  for  school  purposes. 


During  the  summer  interviews  came  to  a  close  for  the  posi- 
tion of  Supervising  Principal.  On  August  9,  1988,  Nicholas 
Quaratiello  was  appointed.  The  School  Committee  is  most 
appreciative  of  the  efforts  of  community  representatives 
John  Olmsted  and  Linda  Darisse,  and  teacher  representative 
Joyce  Lee  for  their  work  in  screening  applications  and 
preliminary  interviews. 

As  a  result  of  water  testing  by  the  Board  of  Health  Agent 
it  was  determined  that  the  drinking  water  at  the  Howe- 
Manning  School  contained  higher  than  acceptable  levels  of 
lead.  As  a  result,  bottled  water  was  introduced  for  drink- 
ing and  cooking.  In  cooperation  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Town  Administrator,  it  was  deter- 
mined that  a  section  of  pipe  beneath  Central  Street  was 
made  of  lead  and  that  the  problem  would  exist  until  its 
removal.  An  appropriation  of  $3000  was  included  in  the 
Special  Fall  Town  Meeting  to  pay  for  the  bottled  water. 
In  early  January,  the  excavation  and  replacement  of  a  two 
foot  section  of  old  pipe  occurred  and  the  bottled  water  was 
discontinued  after  a  series  of  tests  within  the  building  deter- 
mined that  the  problem  was  solved. 

LPBA,  Inc.,  an  architectural  firm  contracted  to  perform 
structural  analysis  and  safety  code  updating  for  the  Fuller 
Meadow  School  was  represented  in  their  discussions  with 
the  School  Committee  by  Louis  Lembo. 

The  self-sustaining  ability  of  the  Cafeteria  Program  fell  fur- 
ther behind  during  the  school  year.  Several  circumstances 
were  responsible:  rising  food  cost,  increasing  personnel 
salaries,  decreasing  Federal  commodities  and  no  price  in- 
crease for  many  years  in  the  cost  for  childrens'  lunches. 
A  transfer  from  regular  school  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$12,800  brought  the  operating  account  into  immediate 
balance  and  the  cost  of  a  pupil  lunch  was  approved  from 
$.75  to  $1.00. 

Members  Kathryn  Martinuk  and  Mary  Tragert  worked 
together  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  to  review  medical 
procedures  and  prescription  dispensing  safeguards.  This 
was  occasioned  by  some  discrepancies  discovered  in 
medications  kept  in  the  Nurse's  Office. 

This  Annual  Report  would  not  be  complete  if  some  men- 
tion were  not  made  again  of  the  student  population. 
Although  the  addition  of  staff  is  indicative  of  pupil  growth. 
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other  factors  must  be  understood  such  as  the  development 
of  programs  and  the  improvement  of  the  teachenpupil  ratio. 
The  School  Committee  has  taken  a  firm  position  to  keep 
the  primary  grades  as  desirable  as  possible  as  far  as  the 
pupil: teacher  ratio  is  concerned.  This  is  in  part  responsi- 
ble for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sections  within  a  grade. 
It  is  also  an  action  taken  to  attempt  to  minimize  the  number 
of  children  requiring  Special  Education  services.  Existing 
census  data  suggest  a  steady  but  slight  increase  in  the  school 
population.  This  will  be  monitored  very  closely. 

As  of  the  end  of  Fiscal  Year  1989,  we  look  forward  to  the 
development  of  additional  space  for  student  housing  in  the 
near  future.  There  are  signs  that  the  Department  of  Social 
Services  will  have  its  lease  terminated  unilaterally  because 
of  the  fiscal  problems  which  the  Commonwealth  is  ex- 
periencing. While  space  is  becoming  a  critical  factor  in  the 
maintenance  of  reasonable  and  desirable  class  sizes,  the 
educational  opportunities  for  children  will  be  in  serious 
jeopardy  if  the  Fuller  Meadow  School  facilities  are  not 
available  to  the  town.  Some  limited  use  of  the  Fuller 
Meadow  seems  possible  for  the  housing  of  the 
Kindergarten.  This  project  will  move  forward  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1989  and  will  provide  some  much  needed  although 
minimal  relief.  In  retrospect,  the  revenue  gained  and  the 
continued  maintenance  of  the  building  during  its  current 
occupancy  have  proven  to  be  a  positive  benefit.  Vandalism 
and  benign  neglect  have  been  averted  and  the  building's 
condition  has  been  maintained. 


At  the  annual  reorganization  meeting  Paul  Caron  was 
elected  Chairman;  Georgia  Lewis,  Vice  Chairman;  and  Gail 
Sabino,  Secretary.  The  Chairman  appointed  Kathryn  Mar- 
tinuk  as  Legislative  Liaison  and  Gail  Sabino  as  represen- 
tative to  the  Masconomet  Special  Education  Collaborative. 
As  per  past  practice  of  the  Committee,  the  Chair  assumed 
the  task  of  Press  Liaison.

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FLINT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Flint  Public  Library  continues  to  be  one  of  the  "crown 
jewels"  of  Middleton.  Nearly  3,000  people  per  month  cross 
the  threshold  of  the  Flint  to  use  the  excellent  materials  and 
services  made  available  to  them. 

The  resources  at  the  Flint  are  excellent.  The  collection  con- 
sists of  over  25,000  volumes,  over  135  periodicals,  records, 
large  print  books,  framed  art  prints,  college  catalogs,  tax 
forms,  a  young  adult  book  collection,  and  a  parents  book 
collection  in  the  Children's  Room.  An  excellent  copier  is 
available  for  public  use.  Patrons  may  also  borrow  audio- 
visual equipment,  Polaroid  cameras,  getting  better  boxes, 
museum  passes  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  spon- 
sored by  the  Trustees  and  books  from  the  Northwest 
Bookmobile,  all  area  public  libraries  and  the  Boston  Public 
Library  through  the  Inter-Library  Loan  Program  of  Eastern 
Massachusetts.  Van  driver,  Darlene  Antonnucci  of  Andover 
continues  to  provide  excellent  daily  delivery  service  of  the 
inter-library  loan  materials. 

The  Flint  Public  Library  received  an  enrichment  grant  from 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  for  an 
educational/recreational  video  collection.  Patrons  may  bor- 
row any  of  these  100  videos  free  for  three  days.  A  televi- 
sion, VCR  and  table  were  also  part  of  the  grant.  The  col- 
lection consists  of  children's,  how-to,  and  old  classic  movie 
videos.  A  fine  of  $5.00  per  day  is  assessed  for  overdue 
returns.  Only  adults  may  borrow  and  be  responsible  for 
the  videos.  All  fines  are  applied  to  the  purchase  of  addi- 
tional videos  to  increase  the  collection  and  replace  any 
damaged  popular  videos. 

The  building  and  grounds  at  the  Flint  Public  Library  saw 
some  nice  improvements  this  year.  The  Benjamin  Richard- 
son Park  was  created  between  the  Flint  and  the  Historical 
Society  on  Pleasant  Street.  A  very  needed  parking  lot  of 
sixteen  spaces  was  created  and  nicely  landscaped  behind 
the  Flint.  Not  only  does  this  improvement  add  beauty  to 
the  Center  of  Town,  but  provides  safe  parking  for  patrons 
of  the  Flint  off  the  busy,  and  somewhat  dangerous,  Route 
1 14  in  front  of  the  library. 

Construction  of  new  front  steps,  a  beautiful  new  mahogany 
entryway,  galvanized  bronze  railings,  elimination  of  a 
dangerous  step  just  inside  the  library  door,  and  a  raised 
floor  with  tile  took  nearly  eight  months  to  be  completed 

-  but  is  was  worth  it.  It  is  lovely!  The  new  entrance  at  the 
Flint  will  be  dedicated  to  Carl  Jones  in  honor  of  his  25  years 
of  service  to  the  Flint  (1952-1974).  Herbert  Salisbury, 
Richard  Mercandante,  James  Currier,  Raymond  Farn- 
sworth,  Vincent  Cassidy  and  Dennis  Roy  -  all  of  Middleton 

-  assisted  with  this  project. 

A  skateboard  policy  was  adopted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Flint 


Public  Library  to  avoid  any  further  destruction  to  the 
building  and  grounds.  "Children  are  always  welcome  at 
the  Flint  but  skateboards  are  not  welcome!" 

The  library  building  received  some  attention  this  year: 
finished  molding  was  installed  in  the  balcony  which  com- 
pletes the  ceiling  project  of  last  year;  all  windows  upstairs 
have  new  window  treatments  provided  by  the  Friends  of 
the  Flint  and  Marge  Royer  of  Middleton;  and  the 
bookshelving  along  three  walls  upstairs  in  the  stack  area 
was  made  adjustable. 

People  are  the  key  ingredient  in  making  the  Flint  such  a 
successful  library.  James  H.  Coffin  has  served  the  Flint 
as  a  trustee  for  over  25  years  and  continues  to  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board.  In  recognition  of  this  service,  the 
Staff  and  Trustees  of  the  Flint  honored  him  in  October  1988 
by  dedicating  a  Spring/Fall  flower  garden  by  the  flagpole 
on  the  library  lawn.  Over  200  bulbs  and  a  dozen  hardy 
mums  were  planted.  May  you  serve  the  Flint  for  another 
25  years  Jim  Coffin! 

Al  Pelletier,  custodian  of  the  Flint  for  several  years  was 
nominated  by  the  Library  Director  and  Trustees  of  the  Flint 
for  the  "Greening  of  Main  Street"  Award.  Mr.  Pelletier 
was  presented  a  beautiful  plaque  "in  appreciation  of 
outstanding  service  in  the  maintenance  of  the  grounds  of 
the  Flint  Public  Library"  in  June  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men at  a  reception  at  Ferncroft  Country  Club  sponsored 
by  the  Middleton  Board  of  Trade. 

The  Flint  Public  Library  lost  a  dedicated  Trustee  in  the  pass- 
ing of  Paul  Wake  in  1989.  Mr.  Wake  served  the  Board  for 
over  47  years.  His  devotion  to  the  Town  of  Middleton  as 
a  Trustee  of  the  Flint  and  as  a  Town  Assessor  will  not  be 
forgotten. 

The  cooperation  of  all  staff  at  the  Howe-Manning  School 
is  appreciated.  Welcome  to  the  new  Elementary  School 
Librarian,  Dolores  McHugh. 

The  Flint  Public  Library  is  open  September  through  June, 
Monday  through  Friday,  10  A.M.  to  8  P.M.  Summer  hours 
(July  and  August)  are  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thurs- 
day 10  A.M.  to  8  P.M.

The  Board  of  Light  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  their 
year  end  report  containing  a  brief  synopsis  of  pertinent 
events  that  have  transpired  during  1989  and  a  financial 
report  for  the  calendar  year  1988.  There  is  also  a  pie  chart 
depicting  where  the  expenses  are  going  (see  table  2). 

For  the  calendar  year  1988  the  town  has  consumed  some 
3  million  more  kilowatt  hours  of  power  than  the  preceding 
year  (see  table  1).  Table  3  below  shows  the  usage  during 
1988  by  type  of  customer.  This  increased  usage  has  been 
met  by  short  term  daily  and  weekly  power  purchases  and 
has  not  committed  the  department  to  long  term  contracts. 
Since  the  last  report  the  Forest  Street  feeders  have  been 
upgraded  to  allow  for  the  added  growth  in  that  area.  Dur- 
ing 1988  there  were  41  new  meters  added  to  the  system.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

1.  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  Middleton  Housing  Authority  prepares  its  financial 
statements,  in  general,  on  the  basis  of  accounting  practices 
prescribed  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development  (EOCD).  Under  this  method  of  accounting, 
the  Authority's  operations  are  not  considered  to  be  self- 
sustaining,  and,  therefore,  its  financial  statements  do  not 
show  provisions  for  depreciation  of  structures  and  equip- 
ment. Capital  facilities  are  financed  either  by  grants  from 
the  Commonwealth  or  by  debt,  which  the  Commonwealth 
guarantees  and  subsidizes.  The  Authority  receives  from  the 
Commonwealth  additional  subsidies  that  are  applied  to 
operating  deficits. 

2.  Operating  Subsidies 

Sections  32  and  40  of  Chapter  12 1 B  of  the  General  Laws, 
which  provide  for  operating-subsidy  contributions,  require 
that  rentals  be  based  on  25%  of  a  tenant's  adjusted  income 
if  utilities  are  supplied  with  the  unit  and  20%  of  a  tenant's 
adjusted  income  if  utilities  are  not  supplied.  Any  deficits 
caused  by  such  rental  charges  are  reimbursed  to  a  housing 
authority  by  the  Commonwealth.  During  the  audit  period, 
the  Authority  received  subsidies  totalling  $28,750  for  its 
Elderly  Housing  Program  (667-1). 


3.  State-Aided  Housing  Programs 

a.  Tenant  Occupancy:  As  of  June  30,  1989,  53  of  the 
54  units  of  the  Elderly  Housing  Program  (667-1)  were  oc- 
cupied. The  remaining  unit,  which  was  unoccupied  as  of 
June  30,  1989,  is  designated  as  special  needs  housing. 

b.  Waiting  List:  As  of  June  30,  1989.  there  were  13 
eligible  applicants  on  the  Authority's  waiting  list  for  its 
Elderly  Housing  Program  (667-1). 

4.  Status  of  Program  in  Modernization 

On  January  10,  1985,  the  Authority  entered  into  a  contract 
with  the  Commonwealth,  acting  by  and  through  the  Ex- 
ecutive Office  of  Communities  and  Development  (EOCD), 
for  modernization  improvements  (i.e.,  pavings,  sewerage, 
and  landscaping)  to  its  elderly  housing  units  (Program 
667-1),  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $359. 168.  On  February  8, 
1988,  the  contract  was  amended  and  increased  to  $471 ,918. 

During  the  audit  period,  the  Authority  had  received  $35,014 
(see  Statement  No.  Ill)  and  had  expended  $18,165  (see 
Statement  No.  IV)  of  this  award.  Prior  to  the  audit  period, 
the  Authority  had  received  $269,728.  indicating  that,  as 
of  June  30,  1989,  the  Authority  had  received  a  total  of 
$304,742  of  the  modernization  award. 

5.  Status  of  Program  in  Development 

On  November  5,  1984,  the  Authority  entered  into  a  Con- 
tract for  Financial  Assistance  (CFA)  with  the  Com- 
monwealth, acting  by  and  through  EOCD,  to  develop  6 
family  scattered-site  housing  units  (Program  705-1),  at  a 
cost  not  to  exceed  $390,000.  On  July  1 ,  1987,  the  contract 
was  amended  and  increased  to  $  1 , 1 16,000  to  accommodate 
12  family  scattered-site  housing  units. 

As  of  December  31,  1988,  the  Authority  had  received 
$250,000  (see  Statement  No.  V)  and  had  expended 
$248,459  (see  Statement  No.  VI)  of  this  award. 

I  would  thank  the  Middleton  Police  Department,  Fire 
Department,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  their 
cooperation  throughout  the  year.

With  the  support  of  Middleton  and  100  other  communities 
in  the  region,  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  was 
able  to  continue  to  provide  planning  services,  information 
and  advice  for  regional  communities  during  1989. 

Throughout  the  year,  MAPC  concentrated  on  refining 
MetroPlan  2000,  the  regional  growth  plan  adopted  in  prin- 
ciple by  representatives  at  the  1989  annual  meeting  in  May. 
The  regional  development  framework  will  aid  communities 
in  designating  potential  growth  areas  based  on  the  availabili- 
ty of  infrastructure,  and  in  designating  areas  where  growth 
should  be  discouraged. 

With  a  regional  plan,  growth  can  be  directed  so  that  afford- 
able housing  issues  are  addressed,  open  space  and  en- 
vironmentally sensitive  areas  are  protected,  and  transpor- 
tation habits  that  contribute  to  traffic  congestion  and  air 
pollution  are  changed. 

At  the  same  time,  planned  growth  can  encourage  new  job 
opportunities  by  providing  incentives  for  growth  in  specific 
areas.  In  addition,  with  a  shortage  of  funds  to  build  new 
roads  or  maintain  old  ones,  planned  growth  encourages  the 
best  use  of  limited  resources. 

In  fiscal  year  1989,  which  runs  from  July  1,  1988  through 
June  30.  1989,  Middleton  contributed  $896  to  MAPC  for 
regional  planning  services. 

In  addition  to  MetroPlan  2000  planning  efforts.  MAPC  staff 
produced  community  population  and  employment  forecasts, 
and  updated  the  development  file  and  vacant  sites  survey 
for  each  community. 


Some  communities  also  took  advantage  of  information  pro- 
grams, and  met  with  MAPC  planners  to  discuss  the  federal 
Transportation  Improvement  Program,  trip  reduction  tools, 
curb  cut  controls,  and  impact  fees.  In  Middleton: 

•  MAPC  provided  the  federal  Census  Bureau  with  a 
database  of  significant  workplaces  in  the  nine  regional 
communities  outside  the  Census  Bureau's  address 
coding  files.  The  towns  are:  Bolton,  Boxbrough,  Carli- 
sle, Essex,  Hopkinton,  Ipswich,  Littleton,  Middleton. 
and  Stow. 

•  The  North  Shore  Transportation  Task  Force  (NSTTF) 
adopted  transportation  improvement  priorities  for  the 
subregion  as  well  as  a  voluntary  regional  impacts  review 
procedure  for  new  developments. 

•  MAPC  developed  an  outline  for  the  update  of  a  master 
plan  that  would  support  the  use  of  impact  fees. 

MAPC  appreciates  our  continued  support.  In  the  coming 
year,  we  are  encouraged  to  engage  in  MetroPlan  2000  plan- 
ning activities,  as  well  as  to  utilize  the  planning  skills  and 
knowledge  available  from  MAPC  staff.
